With  Ian  Van  Ornum,  I  organized 
the  May  30  rally  in  support  of 
the  Lane  County  Commissioner's 
moratorium  on  roadside  pesticides.  I 
witnessed  the  Eugene  Police  Department's 
brutal  actions  toward  and  Tasering  of  my  dear 
friend  Ian.  A  grand  jury  was  convened  by  Lane 
County  District  Attorney  Harcleroad  and  his  prosecutor, 

Assistant  DA  Robert  Lane,  to  look  into  the  rally,  and  I  was  issued  a  subpoena 
to  testify  in  front  of  the  grand  jury. 

A  few  people  I  work  with  were  not  supportive  of  testifying  in  front  of 
the  grand  jury  because  they  feel  as  if  the  grand  jury  system  is  a  tool  for 
the  prosecutor  and  a  legal  method  for  the  government  to  disrupt  advocacy 
movements  for  the  following  reasons: 

1)  The  witness  is  not  allowed  to  bring  his/her  attorney  in  the  room. 

2)  Witnesses  have  no  "right  to  remain  silent"  and  can  be  imprisoned  for 
exercising  this  right. 

3)  The  grand  jury  is  subject  to  manipulation  by  the  DA  and  therefore  can 
be  extremely  biased. 

Yet  I  saw  my  chance  to  testify  as  a  golden  opportunity.  I  felt  as  if  I  had 
a  chance  to  shed  light  on  the  truth  and  expose  the  EPD's  crime  of  using 
unnecessary  and  deadly  force  to  beat  and  Tase  Ian.  I  still  wanted  to  testify 
despite  the  hesitations  other  concerned  citizens  had  about  the  grand  jury 
system.  They  were  worried  about  my  testifying  because  in  the  past  they  said 
grand  juries  had  been  subject  to  manipulation.  Yet  I  felt  like  my  case  was 
different  because  the  DA  actually  called  me,  a  witness  who  is  not  an  officer  or 
pro-EPD.  I  argued,  "But  this  time  the  grand  jury  is  not  being  manipulated." 

I  was  wrong.  I  was  never  able  to  give  my  testimony  to  the  jury  before  the 
indictments  were  handed  out. 

The  fact  is  that  no  witnesses  who  filed  complaints  with  the  auditor  testified 
before  the  grand  jury.  Multiple  officers  and  pro-EPD  witnesses  along  with 
others  who  had  not  filed  a  complaint  to  the  auditor  about  police  misconduct 
were  the  only  ones  who  actually  testified.  So  it's  easy  to  see  how  the  grand 
jury  was  manipulated  and  influenced  to  hand  down  serious  indictments 
against  three  involved  UO  students,  Tony  Farley,  David  Parziale  and  Ian  Van 
Ornum,  who  were  merely  exercising  their  constitutional  rights. 

The  charges  the  grand  jury  imposed  on  Tony  and  David  include  a  felony 
riot  charge.  These  serious  charges  could  change  their  lives  forever.  After 
reading  the  indictment,  I  was  at  a  loss  for  words.  How  could  a  grand  jury 
that  only  heard  testimonies  from  officers  and  pro-EPD  witnesses  issue  such 
serious  charges?  How  could  they  charge  David  and  Tony  with  a  felony  without 
hearing  from  any  witnesses  who  filed  a  complaint  about  police  misconduct  to 
the  auditor? 

This  case  confirmed  to  me  the  complaints  I  have  heard  about  the  grand 
jury  system.  The  hesitations  my  colleagues  had  about  testifying  were 
justified,  and  the  accusations  I  naively  argued  against  were  upheld.  The  grand 
jury  should  have  been  presented  an  egual  number  of  witnesses  on  both  sides 
so  they  could  better  decide  whether  to  impose  an  indictment  or  not,  and  if 
yes,  then  to  impose  indictments  appropriate  to  the  actual  circumstance. 

The  grand  jury  should  have  investigated  the  misconduct  of  the  EPD 
officers  who  wrongfully  arrested  Ian,  illegally  dragging  him  by  his  hair  to  pull 
him  away  from  the  crowd,  slamming  his  head  into  the  concrete  and  Tasing 
him  multiple  times  while  he  was  prone  and  immobilized.  Instead  Harcleroad's 
prosecutor,  Robert  Lane,  manipulated  the  grand  jury  to  pursue  charges 
against  peaceful  students  whose  only  crime  was  practicing  their  First 
Amendment  right  of  free  speech  and  right  to  assemble. 

I  cannot  simply  stand  by  while  three  innocent,  involved  young  students 
are  forced  to  face  outrageously  severe  fabricated  charges.  Therefore,  I  am 
asking  the  mayor  and  the  City  Council  as  well  as  the  residents  of  Eugene  to 
speak  out  and  take  action  against  spying  by  Homeland  Security  on  activists, 
EPD  police  brutality  and  a  manipulated  grand  jury  system,  and  support  Tony, 
David  and  Ian  and  to  free  them  from  these  charges.

PARASITIC  INSURANCE 

I  read  with  interest  Michael  Clay’s 
opinion  about  the  criminals  who  injured 
him  with  such  violent  intent  (cover  story, 
8/14).  Near  the  end  we  see  how  much  Clay 
owes  the  medical  industry  for  his  repair 
and  recuperation  ($20,000).  This  amount 
is  equivalent  to  a  second  violent  shock  and 
injury,  a  second  shocking  reality  to  a  person 
of  very  limited  means.  To  be  admitted  for 
emergency  treatment,  one  signs  a  contract 
that  one  will  pay.  It  is  understandable  that 
one  would  sign  anything  while  in  extreme 
pain,  just  as  one  may  say  anything  to  stop 
torture.  This  is  not  free  market  capitalism. 

Today  more  than  15  percent  of  our  GDP 
goes  to  medical  costs,  and  that  is  44  percent 
more  than  the  second  highest  country, 
Germany.  It  is  forecast  that  the  medical 
economy  will  soak  up  20  percent  of  U.S.  GDP 
in  less  than  a  decade  while  feeding  insurance 
company  profits.  Up  from  38  million  four 
years  ago,  42  million  of  us  are  now  uninsured, 
which  is  part  of  the  reason  the  U.S.  has  the 
lowest  life  expectancy  of  eight  industrialized 
nations.  Like  a  parasite,  our  medical  insurance 
industry  is  soaking  up  our  lifeblood  while 
slowly  killing  us  at  the  same  time.  Is  this  the 
kind  of  economy  we  want? 

Any  business  seeks  to  increase  profit 
while  serving  customer  satisfaction.  But 
most  people  do  not  know  the  patient  is  not 
the  doctor’s  real  customer;  the  insurance 
companies  are.  When  one  hears  that  the 
U.S.  has  the  best  health  care  system  in  the 
world,  one  should  ask,  “Best  for  whom?” 

Government-mandatedprivate  insurance 
for  42  million  people  is  not  the  solution.  The 
uninsured  are  not  the  problem.  The  problem 
is  that  our  health  care  system  is  optimized 
to  serve  the  bloated  and  complex  medical 
insurance  industry.  It’s  time  to  enact  a 
simple  and  efficient  single-payer  system 
that  covers  all.

DEFINING  TERMS 

Eugene -Springfield  politicians  and 
city  administrators  calling  themselves 
sustainable  is  comparable  to  my  calling 
myself  an  astronaut.  It’s  great  for  picking  up 
votes  and  girls  at  bars,  but  when  the  rubber 
meets  the  road,  I  couldn’t  even  give  driving 
directions  to  Cape  Canaveral. 

Last  month  I  suggested  that  Lane 
County  and  Eugene  cooperate  to  pursue 
a  $200  million  Economic  Development 
Administration  grant  to  plan  and  build  a 
biogas  facility  for  LTD  that  would  fuel  local 
public  transportation  with  clean-burning, 
carbon-positive  methane  gas  made  from 
local  organic  waste  co-digested  with  city 
wastewater.  The  proposal  has  been  flatly 
ignored  at  every  level  of  local  government 
on  both  sides  of  the  aisle. 

Such  facilities  are  common  in  Europe, 


but  the  Lane  County  facility  would  be  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  the  U.S.  Federal  agencies 
are  very  interested  in  funding  these  types 
of  projects;  in  addition,  such  a  first-of-its- 
kind  project  would  be  eligible  for  Senate  or 
House  appropriations.  It  would  not  cost  the 
taxpayers  of  Lane  County  or  Eugene  a  cent 
and  would  create  hundreds  of  high-quality 
jobs.  LTD  would  receive  further  incentives 
for  transitioning  to  the  compressed  gas 
buses,  keeping  rates  low  and  future  fuel 
costs  predictable. 

The  environmental  benefits  would  be 
beyond  the  scale  of  anything  currently 
in  America.  It  might  actually  lend  some 
legitimacy  to  the  mayor’s  empty  claims  of 
Eugene  being  a  green  city  while  the  American 
Lung  Association  reports  it  has  the  ninth 
worst  air  quality  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  history  of  American  politics  there 
has  never  been  a  bigger  no-brainer.  Yet 
Mayor  Piercy,  the  Lane  County  Board  of 
Commissioners,  the  Eugene  City  Council 
and  even  the  Eugene  Sustainability 
Commission  aren’t  even  open  to  hearing 
a  proposal  on  the  project.  Apparently  they 
have  more  important  government  stuff  to 
deal  with,  you  know,  like  parking  meter 
rates  and  potholes.

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Timber  Payment 

Conversation  a  dishonest  one 

My  wife  and  I  have  lived  in  rural  Oregon 
on  our  forest  lands  for  more  than 
30  years.  During  this  time  we  have 
thinned  our  forests  twice,  received  revenue  and 
paid  taxes  on  the  harvest  and  it  looks  better 
that  when  we  started.  As  the  "Secure  Schools" 
money  runs  out  and  the  Oregon  timber  counties 
begin  their  attempts  to  extract  more  tax  money 
from  income  tax  payers  to  make  up  "lost  revenue," 
it  should  be  noted  that  much  of  the  damage  being 
done  to  our  counties  is  being  done  with  the  full  knowledge 
and  consent  of  your  elected  representatives.  The  options  put  forth  by 
industry  and  their  enablers  are  either:  Secure  a  welfare  check  from  the  treasury 
(secure  schools),  or  we  have  to  log  vast  swaths  of  public  forest  at  a  net  loss  to  the 
American  taxpayer  to  prop  up  our  local  governments. 

The  year  that  the  "secure  schools"  money  was  approved  by  our  nation's 
lawmakers,  your  state  delegation  guietly  phased  out  all  harvest  taxes  for  private 
industrial  timberland  owners  having  over  5000  acres  in  the  state  of  Oregon. 

This  action  by  your  legislators  sharply  decreased  the  overall  tax  contribution  of 
the  logging  industry,  which  already  enjoyed  preferred  tax  status.  It  reduced  their 
payments  to  the  state's  coffers  by  tens  of  millions  of  dollars  each  year. 

The  industry  has  been  stripping  their  lands  at  a  frenzied  rate  for  the  last 
several  years  to  take  advantage  of  this  windfall.  Last  year  they  cut  3.5  billion 
board  feet  of  timber  off  of  the  private  lands  in  our  state.  At  the  same  time  they 
were  closing  mills  and  trying  to  increase  the  liguidation  of  the  already  over-cut 
public  forests,  and  they  have  spiked  their  export  volume.  Last  year  alone  they 
increased  exports  by  26  percent  in  Oregon  and  Washington.  The  money  they  get 
for  the  trees  is  often  deposited  offshore  where  it  escapes  taxes  once  again.  In 
2004  Congress  provided  an  opportunity  for  them  to  repatriate  this  money  at  a 
tax  rate  of  about  5  percent  instead  of  the  35  percent  written  into  the  tax  laws. 
Guess  who  makes  up  the  difference? 

Washington  State  taxes  all  timber  cut  from  private  lands  with  a  5  percent 
excise  tax.  While  this  is  minimal,  it  provides  a  steady  and  significant  flow  of  tax 
dollars  to  the  state,  which  is  then  distributed  to  the  counties.  Why  should  the 
industry  in  Oregon  get  a  free  ride?  They  use  our  roads,  destroy  our  natural 
environment,  kill  our  fish  and  export  our  jobs  and  tax  base;  why  should  they  not 
pay  their  way? 

Yet  Governor  Ted  Kulongoski's  Timber  Payments  Taskforce  never  addresses 
the  export  giveaway  or  the  jobs  and  taxes  we  are  losing  to  Asian  processors. 
There  is  no  mention  of  the  end  of  industrial  harvest  taxes.  There  is  no  mention 
of  privilege  taxes.  There  is  no  mention  of  excise  taxes.  Oregon's  tax  structure  is 
broken,  and  our  elected  officials  are  not  dealing  with  it.  Corporations  used  to  pay 
close  to  20  percent  of  Oregon's  income  tax.  Now  they  pay  4.6  percent,  estimated 
to  go  to  4.4  percent  by  around  2010.  A  recent  study  indicates  that  tax  breaks 
for  the  wealthiest  Oregonians  exceed  the  County's  lost  timber  payments.  The 
commissioners  from  each  of  the  timber  dependent  counties  should  be  on  the 
steps  of  the  Capitol  screaming  for  the  legislature  to  fix  it. 

There  is  of  course  a  national  element.  The  federal  government  has  a 
responsibility  to  provide  payments  to  our  region  to  offset  the  loss  of  property 
taxes  we  are  losing  each  year  because  public  lands  are  not  taxed,  and  there  are 
large  swaths  of  National  Forest  and  BLM  managed  lands  in  the  affected  counties. 
The  problem  is  that  even  if  we  taxed  the  forests  at  the  same  rate  we  tax  private 
timberland,  it  would  make  very  little  difference.  For  example,  in  Lane  County 
during  fiscal  year  2006  the  timber  industry  paid  approximately  $2  million  in 
property  taxes  on  a  land  base  of  around  600,000  acres.  The  public  owns  about 
685,000  acres  of  land  with  the  same  overall  productive  capacity  and  would  have 
provided  about  the  same  tax  payment  if  it  had  been  taxed  on  the  same  scale. 
Instead,  the  public  lands  provided  over  $60  million  in  timber  receipts,  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes  and  secure  schools  money.  So  the  real  deal  is  that  the  public 
antes  up  over  $60  million  while  industry  pays  $2  million  for  the  same  productive 
land  base. 

It's  time  to  get  the  real  figures  on  the  table  and  hold  our  lawmakers  and 
industry  accountable  for  the  terrible  damage  they  are  doing  to  our  communities 
with  their  export,  tax,  environmental  and  fiscal  policies.  They  take  away  your 
public  services  and  shortchange  your  kids  so  a  few  industrial  logging  company 
owners  can  feast  on  the  subsidized  death  of  our  public  forests.  It  is  time  to  get 
some  fairness,  ethics,  integrity  and  honor  into  the  tax  eguation.  There  are  many 
solutions  to  our  current  situation,  not  just  the  either/or  mentioned  earlier,  and 
they  are  not  giving  us  the  information  we  need  to  choose  wisely.  Public  officials 
need  to  do  their  job  and  represent  us  and  our  future  generations.  With  responsible 
harvesting  and  fair  taxation,  we  can  truly  create  a  sustainable  future.

We  have  in  our  possession  the  copies 
of  all  forms  that  deal  with  this  issue. 
According  to  Eugene  City  Code  4.435, 
Potentially  Dangerous  Dog,  there  are  five 
levels  of  this  offense.  Hmm,  there’s  actually 
a  city  code  for  this,  yet  there  are  “no  forms 
to  record  this  matter.”  The  appropriate  level 
in  this  case  would  be  a  level  four  -  any  dog 
that  bites  a  person.

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EUGENE’S  PLAN  FOR 
NO  THERE  THERE 

Why  does  Eugene  lack  a  downtown  that's  the  center  of  the  community  and 
instead  have  no  there  there? 

That,  according  to  Nan  Laurence,  a  lead  planner  with  the  city  of  Eugene,  is 
the  plan.  Local  land  use  and  transportation  plans,  Laurence  wrote  in  July,  "are 
based  on  a  land  use  pattern  in  which  employment  is  dispersed  throughout  the 
region.  This  'polycentric'  land  use  pattern  has  provided  a  blueprint  for  com¬ 
munity  growth  for  the  past  40  years.” 

Laurence  was  successfully  arguing  to  the  council  that  it  should  ignore  com¬ 
ments  from  state  land-use  regulators  critical  of  a  city  proposal  to  allow  "subur¬ 
ban-density  in  the  region's  core.” 

The  "polycentric”  planning  thing  she's  talking  about  is  "nodal  develop¬ 
ment.”  A  decade  ago  Eugene  and  Springfield  sprinkled  dozens  of  node  designa¬ 
tions  all  over  the  metro  area  in  an  effort  to  use  a  loophole  to  comply  with  state 
rules  reguiring  less  car  use  to  fight  sprawl  and  global  warming. 

But  it  remains  to  be  seen  if  the  so-called  nodes  have  had  any  real  effect. 
PeaceHealth  moved  its  downtown  hospital  to  a  field  on  the  edge  of  Springfield 
with  3,000  parking  spaces.  The  biggest  move  towards  urban  sprawl  in  the  city's 
history  is  a  designated  "node”  in  regional  plans.  -  Alan  Pittman 


UO  ARENA:  PERMIT  SCHMERMIT 

The  UO  has  asked  the  Oregon  attorney  general  to  let  it  start  construction 
of  its  new  basketball  arena,  the  most  expensive  public  building  in  state  his¬ 
tory,  without  a  building  permit. 

At  a  Eugene  City  Council  Meeting  Aug.  13,  Councilor  Alan  Zelenka  said  he 
didn't  see  how  the  UO  could  get  a  special  exemption  from  basic  requirements 
for  other  builders.  "They  cannot  excavate  this  site  until  they  get  a  building 
permit,"  he  said,  "unless  they  get  a  special  deal  from  the  attorney  general  to 
do  an  excavation  without  a  building  permit." 

Zelenka  said  such  an  exception  would  create  a  "flood"  of  requests  from 
other  builders  expecting  the  same  special  treatment  of  starting  construction 
without  a  permit.  "I  don't  know  how  the  attorney  general  can  make  it  just 
specific  to  this  property,"  he  said. 

But  City  Attorney  Glen  Klein  told  the  council  that  "it's  not  as  simple  as 
Alan  [Zelenka]  was  saying."  Klein  said  there  are  some  circumstances  where 
the  building  code  may  allow  excavation  without  a  building  permit.  "We've 
been  waiting  for  the  attorney  general  to  say  whether  this  is  one  of  those  or 
not." 

In  2003  PeaceHealth  created  a  stir  when  it  began  grading  and  excavation 
of  its  controversial  RiverBend  hospital  site  in  Springfield  before  a  master  plan 
was  approved  for  the  development.  A  citizen  group  went  to  court  to  seek  a 
restraining  order. 

Earlier,  city  of  Eugene  planning  staff  ruled  that  the  UO  did  not  require  a 
conditional  use  permit  to  mitigate  neighborhood  impacts  from  the  massive 
arena.  That  decision  was  thrown  out  on  appeal.  Now,  the  city  has  tentatively

LIBRARY 
BORROWING 
SAVES  BUCKS 

Feeling  broke  this  month?  The  Eugene 
Public  Library  has  put  a  “Library  Value 
Calculator”  on  its  website  to  let  you  know 
how  much  money  you  can  save  by  checking 
out  books  and  DVDs  instead  of  buying 
them. 

The  calculator  estimates  what  you  would 
be  paying  to  rent  movies,  buy  hardback 
books,  use  databases,  read  newspapers  and 
connect  to  the  Internet,  among  other  things. 
According  to  the  calculator,  someone  who 
checks  out  four  books  and  eight  DVDs  a 
month  is  getting  $140  worth  of  value  from 
the  library. 

The  estimates  on  book  prices  may  be  a 
little  high  ($27  a  copy)  for  those  of  us  who 
don’t  buy  hardback  books  all  the  time,  but 
even  if  you  cut  that  price  in  half  (assuming 
you  buy  trade  paperbacks),  you’re  still  sav¬ 
ing  $13  a  book. 

Music  CDs  are  estimated  at  $15  apiece, 
and  a  free  hour  of  computer  use  would  run 
$12  an  hour  if  you  were  paying  for  it.  The 
calculator  doesn’t  estimate  rental  space  cost 
for  the  much-maligned  kids  who  like  to 
hang  out  in  front,  but  you  have  to  figure 
they’d  be  paying  at  least  $8  to  watch  a 
movie  or  sit  and  drink  lattes  somewhere 
else.

MEASURE  59 
ANALYZED 

Measure  59  on  the  November  ballot  is  a 
“costly  tax  break  that  would  force  deep  cuts 
in  public  services”  and  would  “give  the 
richest  Oregon  households  a  tax  break  aver¬ 
aging  more  than  $  1 5,000  and  middle-income 
families  a  tax  break  averaging  just  $2,” 
according  to  an  analysis  released  last  week 
by  the  nonpartisan  Oregon  Center  for  Public 
Policy  (OCPP). 

Measure  59  would  allow  an  unlimited 
federal  tax  deduction  on  state  tax  returns. 
Oregon  voters  rejected  a  similar  tax  mea¬ 
sure  in  2000. 

“Measure  59  is  a  raw  deal  for 
Oregonians,”  says  OCPP  policy  analyst 
Michael  Leachman.  He  says  in  his  analysis 
that  relatively  few  residents  in  the  state  pay 
enough  in  federal  income  taxes  to  use  up  the 
maximum  deduction  already  allowed  under 
Oregon  law.  “It’s  a  scheme  slanted  heavily 
in  favor  of  the  state’s  wealthiest  house¬ 
holds,”  he  says. 

The  wealthiest  1  percent  of  households 
would  get  about  half  of  the  total  tax  break 
under  Measure  59,  but  fewer  than  one  out  of 
four  taxpayers  would  get  any  tax  benefit, 
according  to  the  analysis.

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OCPP  puts  the  cost  of  the  measure  at 
“somewhere  between  $1.1  billion  and  $2.4 
billion.”  The  lower  range  comes  from  an 
OCPP  estimate  that  conservatively  assumes 
that  Congress  will  pass  temporary,  short-term 
adjustments  to  the  Alternative  Minimum  Tax 
(AMT)  and  that  some  of  the  tax  cuts  passed 
during  the  Bush  administration  that  are  set  to 
expire  in  2010  will  be  extended. 

The  top  end  of  the  range  comes  from  the 
state  Legislative  Revenue  Office,  which 
assumed  no  changes  to  the  AMT  and  the 
expiration  of  all  of  the  Bush  tax  cuts. 

“Either  way,”  says  Leachman,  “Measure 
59 ’s  hefty  price  tag  will  squeeze  Oregon’s 
budget.” 


POLAR  BEAR 
POLITICS 

It  may  still  be  summer,  but  polar  bears 
remain  a  chilly  issue  in  the  fight  over  oil 
drilling  and  global  warming. 

Alaska  governor  and  newly  announced 
Republican  vice-presidential  candidate 
Sarah  Palin  has  weighed  in  on  the  issue  in 
the  past,  writing  an  op-ed  for  the  New  York 
Times  in  January  against  listing  the  polar 
bear  as  an  endangered  species.  She  writes, 
“There  is  insufficient  evidence  that  polar 
bears  are  in  danger  of  becoming  extinct 
within  the  foreseeable  future,”  and  argues

“My  number 
is  listed  on  the  American  Diabetes  Association  website.”

•  Eugene  Police  Chief  Robert  Lehner  should  start  looking  for  another  job,  if  he 
isn't  already.  Unconfirmed  rumors  have  him  applying  for  a  chief  position  in  the 
Sacramento  suburbs.  He  failed  to  conduct  a  promised  internal  investigation  of  the 
documented  failings  of  many  other  EPD  officers  in  the  Magana  sex  scandal.  He 
failed  to  investigate  the  EPD's  documented  far  higher  stop  and  search  rates  for 
blacks  and  Latinos.

•  Mostly  good  news,  but  some  bad  news  for  Oregon  enviros  pondering  the  '09 
Legislature  comes  from  Jonathan  Poisner,  director  of  the  Oregon  League  of 
Conservation  Voters.  His  analysis  indicates  that  the  Senate  D  majority  of  18-12 
probably  will  hold,  and  the  House  D  majority  of  31-29  could  go  up  by  at  least  three 
or  four  seats,  with  a  possibility  of  six  or  seven  seats  picked  up  by  the  D's.  That's 
partly  because  four  times  as  many  new  Democrats  as  Republicans  have  been  reg¬ 
istered  in  Oregon  since  January.  Sadly,  the  environment  seems  to  be  a  partisan 
issue  in  this  state  with  the  green  medal  going  to  the  Dems.  One  bit  of  bad  news 
looks  at  House  leadership.  Speaker  Jeff  Merkley,  with  a  lifetime  OLCV  rating  of  95 
percent,  is  likely  to  be  replaced  by  Majority  Leader  Dave  Hunt,  lifetime  rating  of  72 
percent,  Arnie  Roblan  of  Coos  Bay,  65  percent  rating,  is  likely  to  replace  Hunt. 

•  News  about  John  McCain's  choice  of  Sarah  Palin  for  VP  running  mate  changes 
by  the  hour  and  the  tale  is  sounding  more  and  more  like  a  bad  soap  opera.  We  sus¬ 
pect  this  made-for-TV  drama  is  a  carefully  calculated  distraction.  A  lot  of  Americans 
can  relate  to  a  gun-toting  working  mom  with  an  unwed  pregnant  daughter.  It's  a 
compelling  story,  but  is  low  drama  what  we  really  need  in  the  White  House?  This  is  a 
huge  gamble  for  McCain,  particularly  since  Palin  is  being  investigated  for  serious 
ethics  violations,  and  many  Hillary  Clinton  fans  will  consider  anti-choice  Palin  a  slap 
in  the  face.  It's  an  even  bigger  gamble  for  America  and  the  world  with  the  potential 
of  a  naive  radical  who  doesn't  believe  in  science  a  heartbeat  away  from  becoming 
leader  of  the  most  militarily  powerful  nation  on  the  planet. 

•  Protesters  surrounding  the  RNC  aren't  getting  much  media  attention  these 
days,  but  one  of  our  favorite  cartoonists,  Andy  Singer,  joined  the  estimated  10,000 
demonstrators  in  Saint  Paul,  Minn.,  this  week.  He  heard  stories  of  how  police  did 
preemptive  raids  of 
local  homes  Sunday 
before  the  convention, 
detaining  political 
activists  for  question¬ 
ing  downtown;  and 
stopped  and  harassed 
people  in  buses  and 
other  vehicles  showing 
anti-RNC  political  mes¬ 
sages  or  psychedelic 
paint.  He  says  protest¬ 
ers  were  not  allowed 
into  the  "green  zone” 
around  the  Excel 
Center.  The  New  York

ed.  the  Huffington  Post  reported  that  reporter  Amy  Goodman  was  "violently” 
arrested  and  police  used  "pepper  spray,  rubber  bullets,  concussion  grenades  and 
excessive  force”  against  demonstrators.

protecting  polar  bears  under  the  ESA  would 
not  be  based  on  science. 

Palin,  a  self-proclaimed  avid  hunter, 
argues  in  her  op-ed  that  she  isn’t  against 
saving  polar  bears.  Instead,  she  writes,  the 
issue  is  that  “the  Endangered  Species  Act  is 
not  the  correct  tool  to  address  climate 
change.”  The  polar  bears’  listing,  which  is 
in  part  due  to  the  rapidly  melting  arctic  ice 
the  bears  live  on  and  hunt  from,  is  the  first 
ESA  listing  due  to  climate  change. 

The  polar  bear-loving  folks  from  the 
Center  for  Biological  Diversity  beg  to  differ 
from  Palin’s  position;  they  filed  repeated 
lawsuits  in  order  to  get  the  bears  considered 
for  ESA  listing.  When  the  bears  were  finally 
listed  as  threatened,  Interior  Secretary  Dirk 
Kempthorne  also  announced  a  new  rule 
would  be  instituted  that  would  allow  the  U.S. 
to  “continue  to  develop  our  natural  resources 
in  the  arctic  region.”  So  the  CBD  again  filed 
suit  to  protect  the  polar  bears’  habitat. 

Gov.  Palin  and  the  state  of  Alaska  also 
sued  over  the  ESA  ruling.  But  Palin  was 
arguing  that  the  protection  would  potential¬ 
ly  cripple  offshore  oil  and  gas  development 
in  the  Chukchi  and  Beaufort  seas  in  Alaska’s 
northern  waters.  Those  waters  are  prime 
habitat  for  American  polar  bears. 

In  the  most  recent  of  the  polar  bear- 
induced  spate  of  lawsuits,  five  groups  repre¬ 
senting  the  oil  and  gas,  mining  and  manufac¬ 
turing  industries  are  now  arguing  that  busi¬ 
ness  operations  in  Alaska  are  being  unfairly 
singled  out  for  contributing  to  global  warm¬ 
ing  by  the  polar  bears’  protected  status. 

Meanwhile,  the  CBD  reports  that  on

INDIGENOUS 
LAND  RIGHTS 

The  Wayne  Morse  Center  for  Law  & 
Politics  will  host  “Protecting  Belize  and 
Beyond:  Indigenous  Rights  and  the 
Environment,”  a  lecture  and  discussion 
with  E-LAW  attorney  Antoinette  Moore,  at 
7  pm  Wednesday,  Sept.  10,  in  Room  175  at 
the  School  of  Law  on  the  UO  campus. 

In  2001,  the  government  of  Belize  began 
giving  rights  to  logging,  oil  and  hydro¬ 
electric  businesses  on  traditional  Mayan 
lands,  denying  Mayan  farmers  access  to 
their  ancestral  land.  Moore  argued  on  behalf 
of  Mayan  villagers  and  the  Belize  Supreme 
Court  ruled  in  October  2007  that  indigenous 
people  own  their  traditional  lands. 

Moore  told  the  Belizean  news  service  of 
the  villagers’  victory:  “These  communities 
now  have  something  to  stand  on,  to  say  they 
own  this  land.  They  have  ownership  interest 
in  this  land,  and  therefore  if  there  is  any  oil 
found  or  if  there  is  any  logging  concession, 
they  have  a  right,  a  constitutional  right,  to 
benefit  from  those  concessions,  to  benefit 
from  whatever  is  derived  from  those  con¬ 
cessions  on  their  land.” 

The  lecture  will  focus  on  the  connection 
between  human  rights  and  the  importance 
of  protecting  the  indigenous  land,  not  only 
in  Belize,  but  in  lands  that  need  protection 
in  all  parts  of  the  world.

Violence  pervades  the  news,  from 
the  war  in  Iraq  to  the  Eugene 
Police  Tasing  protesters  or  young 
white  guys  beating  up  an  older  African 
American  man.

The  Nonviolence  as  a  Way  of  Life 
conference  beginning  Thursday,  Sept.  11, 
features  three  renowned  keynote  speakers 
and  nearly  100  other  professionals,  trainers 
and  activists  who  will  share  their  skills  and 
experiences  about  nonviolent  movements 
and  communication  in  all  areas  of  human 
living. 

The  keynote  speakers  include  Julia 
Butterfly  Hill,  author,  poet  and  an 
environmental  activist  famous  for  her  738 
day  tree-sit  in  an  old-growth  tree  she  called 
Luna;  Reverend  C.T.  Vivian,  a  key  strategist 
for  the  Civil  Rights  movement  who  served 
on  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King’s  executive  staff; 
and  Dr.  Marshall  Rosenberg,  a  founder  of 
the  Center  for  Nonviolent  Communication. 

Hill  says  that  the  conference  is  about 
bringing  forth  the  best  of  what  humans  have 
to  offer  and  helping  people  recognize  how 
powerful  they  truly  are. 

“Every  single  one  of  us  is  more  powerful 
than  our  minds  can  comprehend,”  says  Hill. 

She  says  she  hopes  to  send  a  message  of  love 
at  the  conference,  and  she  encourages  people 


to  think  about  the  choices  they  make  in  their 
daily  lives.  Hill  says  that  the  conference  will 
also  help  teach  and  demonstrate  “how  we 
can  make  a  world  that  works  for  all.” 

There  is  a  place  for  love  instead  of 
anger,  according  to  Hill,  and  she  hopes  that 
the  four-day  conference  will  exhibit  this 
and  more.  Hill,  whose  appearance  at  the 
2001  Public  Interest  Environmental  Law 
Conference  included  audience  heckling, 
says  she  was  glad  she  was  the  one  who  was 
heckled  because  she  could  use  her  nonviolent 
communication  skills  to  demonstrate  exactly 
what  she  teaches 

“Anger  is  a  response  to  deep  pain.  If 
you’re  not  angry  at  the  world  today,  then 
you’re  not  awake,”  says  Hill.  “Words  are 
great,  but  modeling  it  is  so  important.  Unless 
we’re  modeling  it,  our  words  are  useless.” 

The  keynote  speeches,  including  Hill’s, 
will  take  place  in  the  Ballroom  at  the  Erb 
Memorial  Union  (EMU)  on  campus.  The 
cost  of  the  event  varies  on  a  sliding  scale. 

NWLC  organizers  say  the  conference 
will  not  only  consist  of  trainings,  workshops 
and  panels  that  enlighten,  inspire  and 
develop  skills  for  nonviolent  living;  it  will 
also  incorporate  the  importance  of  peace 
in  everyday  existence.  According  to  the 
Coalition  for  Nonviolent  Living’s  website, 
they  “envision  participants  coming  away 


from  the  conference  equipped  with  a  toolbox 
of  techniques  for  nonviolent  living  which 
they  can  use  to  dismantle  despair  and  build  a 
culture  of  peace  and  justice.” 

The  conference  begins  Thursday,  Sept. 
11,  and  runs  through  Sunday,  Sept.  14,  from 
3  to  8  pm  daily.

Sisters  in  Learning 

Technology  aids  Russian-Eugene  connection 


Galina  Groza,  president  of  the 
Eugene-Irkutsk  Sister  City 
Committee,  has  learned  that 
during  the  20  years  of  cultural  exchange 
with  Irkutsk,  Russia,  building  trust  between 
citizens  of  the  two  cities  is  necessary  for 
them  to  accomplish  things  together. 

When  the  committee  was  formally 
established  in  1988,  Groza  was  a  Russian 
teacher  at  South  Eugene  High  School, 
and  one  of  her  first  goals  was  to  bring  her 
students  to  visit  Irkutsk.  Russia  was  still 
part  of  the  Soviet  Union  then  and  under 
tough  economic  conditions.  Irkutsk’s 
mayor  at  the  time  was  more  interested  in 
business  than  in  educational  exchange, 
Groza  recalled.  Finally  he  sent  a  group  of 
high  school  students  from  Irkutsk  to  Eugene 
in  December  1989.  They  stayed  with 
Eugene  families,  attended  South  Eugene 
High  School  classes  and  visited  the  Oregon 
Coast.  After  that,  Groza  was  able  to  bring 
groups  of  students  to  Irkutsk. 

Groza,  now  retired,  said  no  one  from 


Universities  in  Irkutsk  do  not  have 
distance  learning,  Sverdolova  said,  and 
even  in  more  high-tech  Moscow,  such 
online  courses  are  rare.  In  summer  2007, 
Sverdolova  returned  to  Eugene  for  two 
weeks  of  intensive  training  in  computer 
skills.  Since  then,  she  and  Layton  have 
regularly  communicated  via  Skype  (www. 
skype.com),  a  low-cost  Internet  service  that 
offers  live  audio  and  video  communication 
from  computer  to  computer. 

Layton  and  Sverdolova  are  designing 
an  AP-level  online  Russian  course  using 
Skype,  Google  and  YouTube.  Sverdolova 
makes  slide  shows  and  audio  recordings 
of  Russian  lessons,  and  Layton  assembles 
those  materials  into  movies.  Three  of 
Sverdolova’s  colleagues  at  Irkutsk  State 
Linguistic  University  are  helping  write  the 
tests. 

Sverdolova  said  in  a  Skype  interview  that 
the  course  would  try  to  give  the  “deepest 
understanding  of  the  Russian  language,” 
adding,  “We  can’t  divide  it  from  the  culture.”

either  side  has  had  a  visa  denied  while 
traveling  on  behalf  of  the  Eugene-Irkutsk 
Sister  City  Committee  because  of  the 
program’s  “squeaky  clean”  reputation.  But 
the  committee’s  latest  project,  an  online 
Russian  language  course,  hopes  to  provide 
cultural  exchange  without  anyone  needing 
a  visa. 

Tom  Layton  met  Groza  while  teaching 
English  at  South  Eugene,  and  he  became 
involved  with  the  Eugene-Irkutsk  Sister 
Cities  Committee  after  retiring  from  the  4J 
School  District  in  2001.  During  that  career, 
he  founded  CyberSchool,  the  first  public 
school  program  to  offer  high  school  credit 
courses  over  the  Internet,  in  1995. 

Soon,  Groza  said,  Layton  began 
discussing  distance  learning  with  Irkutsk’s 
current  mayor,  Vladimir  Yakubovsky.  An 
Open  World  Leadership  Program  grant  from 
the  Library  of  Congress  brought  five  people 
from  Russia  to  Eugene  for  a  technology 
workshop. 

In  2006,  the  committee  received  another 
Library  of  Congress  grant  for  the  Women 
as  Leaders  program.  Nataliya  Sverdolova, 
dean  of  the  international  department  at 
Irkutsk  State  Linguistic  University,  came 
to  Eugene  on  that  grant  and  is  now  working 
with  Layton  to  create  an  online  Russian 
language  course. 

Irkutsk  is  located  in  Siberia,  near  Russia’s 
border  with  Mongolia.  Groza,  who  has  been 
there  about  a  dozen  times,  said  its  forests 
look  very  much  like  Oregon  in  some  places. 
Irkutsk  is  also  a  university  town  like  Eugene, 
but  it  has  multiple  universities  because 
Russian  universities  tend  to  be  small  and 
focused  on  only  a  few  disciplines. 


She  and  Layton  are  assembling  a  collection 
of  pictures  and  movies  of  Russia,  especially 
of  scenic  Lake  Baikal  near  Irkutsk. 

The  course  Layton  and  Sverdolova  are 
designing  is  patterned  on  The  College  Board’s 
Advanced  Placement  program,  which  gives 
high  school  students  opportunities  to  earn 
college  credit  by  taking  exams.  AP  foreign 
language  courses  are  typically  equivalent 
to  the  second  year  of  university  instruction 
in  that  language.  Layton  and  Sverdolova 
are  beginning  by  creating  a  Russian  course 
at  that  level,  and  they  then  intend  to  work 
backwards  to  make  courses  for  more 
introductory  levels  of  Russian.  Layton  said 
he  hopes  the  Russian  courses  will  also  serve 
as  a  template  for  online  courses  in  more 
foreign  languages  accessible  to  students  in 
any  high  school. 

Jennifer  Topiel,  executive  director  of 
communications  for  The  College  Board, 
said  in  an  email  that  advocates  of  Russian 
language  studies  have  been  working  on  a 
pilot  AP  Russian  course  and  exam  for  the 
past  several  years,  but  that  the  AP  program 
currently  does  not  have  a  timeline  to  adopt 
the  pilot  due  to  lack  of  external  funding. 

Groza  was  in  Irkutsk  Aug.  13-20 
attending  a  celebration  in  honor  of  the  20th 
anniversary  of  the  Eugene-Irkutsk  Sister 
City  Committee’s  establishment.  At  the 
main  exhibition,  which  included  dancing 
and  a  display  of  photos  documenting  the 
history  of  the  sister  city  relationship,  Groza 
gave  a  speech  and  read  a  letter  from  Mayor 
Kitty  Piercy. 

A  delegation  of  seven  citizens  from 
Irkutsk  will  be  visiting  Eugene  from  Sept. 
27  to  Oct.  4.  ei/lf 
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Zombies,  voodoo  dolls,  evil  spells, 
animal  sacrifices  and  Hollywood 
horror  scenes  of  possessed 
people  drinking  blood:  When 
you  hear  the  words  “Voodoo” 
and  “Santeria,”  chances  are 
those  are  the  images  that  come 
to  mind.  But  talk  to  anyone  who  actually 
practices  one  of  these  Caribbean  religions, 
and  they’ll  tell  you  that  those  stereotypes  are 
way  off  base. 

But  this  is  Oregon,  and  what  are  the 
chances  of  you  actually  running  into  anyone 
who  practices  Santeria?  Oregon  is  not 
exactly  known  as  a  hotbed  of  diversity  even 
when  it  comes  to  religion.  And  with  all  the 
negative  stereotypes  and  exaggerated  media 
reports  about  practices  like  Voodoo  (properly 
spelled  Vodou),  the  average  vodouisant 
or  santero  isn’t  exactly  broadcasting  her 
religious  preferences  in  public. 

Thanks  to  countless  horror  movies  and 
lurid  headlines,  religions  like  Vodou  and 
Santeria  get  a  bad  rap,  and  believers  in 
these  African-based  practices  aren’t  always 
all  that  eager  to  talk  about  them.  But  those 
who  are  comfortable  talking  about  it  will  tell 
you  that  these  practices  are  far  from  devil 
worship  and  are  in  fact  healing  religions 
with  long  and  tumultuous  histories.  Music 
and  respect  for  the  gods  dominate  their 
conversations,  not  discussions  of  sacrifice 
or  possession. 


THE  RHYTHMS  OF  THE  SPIRITS 

Vodou  has  been  a  part  of  Antonio 
Vicioso’s  life  since  before  he  was  bom.  “My 
house  was  full  of  candles,”  he  remembers. 

Candles  are  used  on  the  household 
altars  to  the  saints  called  Iwa  in  Vodou 
and  orishas  in  Santeria.  Vicioso’s  mother 
named  him  for  St.  Anthony,  to  whom 
she  prayed  when  she  hoped  to  become 
pregnant.  In  the  Dominican  Republic 
though,  St.  Anthony  isn’t  just  a  Catholic 
saint;  his  depiction  on  an  altar  can  also  refer 
to  Papa  Legba,  the  lwa  of  the  crossroads 
who  opens  doorways  and  makes  things 
possible.  Vicioso’s  mother  later  became  a 
bom-again  Christian,  but  he  found  himself 
drawn  to  the  gods  of  Dominican  Vodou. 

Vicioso  grew  up  in  the  Dominican 
Republic,  Venezuela  and  New  York  before 
making  his  way  west  to  Eugene.  Tall  and 
rail  thin  with  piercing  eyes,  Vicioso,  who 
plays  locally  with  his  band  Anba  Tierra, 
embodies  the  balance  between  relaxation 
and  intensity  that  characterizes  the 
Caribbean.  “It  was  through  music,  really,” 
he  says  of  how  he  became  involved  in 
Dominican  Vodou.  “A  voice  inside  me  said 
I  would  work  with  Dominican  rhythms.” 

The  rhythms  Vicioso  works  with  are 
the  ones  used  to  “bring  down  the  spirits” 
in  Dominican  Vodou.  The  form  of  Vodou 
found  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is 
different  from  Haitian  Vodou,  though  they 
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share  a  common  ancestry.  “Dominican 
Vodou  has  its  own  strong  spirits,”  says 
Vicioso.  Vodou  and  Santeria  are  possession 
religions,  so  “bringing  down”  these  strong 
spirits  means  helping  those  spirits  enter 
into  a  believer’s  body. 

Vodou  and  Santeria  and  their  sister 
religions  like  Dominican  Vodou  are 
monotheistic  like  Christianity.  There  is  one 
god,  called  Bondeye  in  the  Haitian  Creole 
of  Vodou  or  Olodumare  in  Santeria,  which 
combines  African  and  Spanish  terms  in  its 
worship,  but  this  deity  is  far  away  and  hard 
to  reach.  Instead,  practitioners  appeal  to  a 
pantheon  of  spirits,  the  lwa  and  orishas  that 
are  similar  to  Catholic  saints,  to  intercede 
when  something  is  needed. 

The  spirits  have  particular  personalities, 
colors  and  characteristics  that  epitomize 
each  of  them.  In  Vodou,  Erzulie  Freda  is 
a  goddess  of  love  and  longing,  symbolized 
by  a  heart,  and  Ogun  is  a  god  of  iron  and 
war.  Papa  Gede  is  a  lwa  of  death,  with  a 
cross  as  a  symbol,  but  because  death  and 
life  are  intertwined,  his  symbol  is  also  a 
penis,  and  he  grants  health  and  fecundity. 

Believers  communicate  with  the 
spirits  through  reading  oracles  like  cards, 
consulting  divinatory  seashells  or  throwing 
pieces  of  coconut  and  reading  the  results. 
They  say  they  can  also  communicate 
directly  with  the  spirits  during  a  ceremony 
in  which  the  spirits  possess  other 
participants  who  have  gone  through  a  long 
initiation  process. 

Drums,  clapping,  music  and  singing  are 
used  to  bring  on  spirit  possession.  Each 
spirit  has  his  or  her  own  rhythms  and  songs 
that  are  played  both  to  bring  the  possession 
on  and  to  “unhorse”  the  spirit  at  the  end, 
says  Vicioso.  Those  who  are  possessed  are 
called  horses  or  chwal  in  Haitian  Creole 
because  the  lwa  are  said  to  ride  or  mount 
them,  as  a  person  rides  a  horse.  When 
Papa  Gede  mounts  a  chwal,  his  dances  are 
playful  and  sexually  suggestive.  Women 
will  bump  their  crotches  up  against  him  to 
ensure  fertility.  Once  someone  is  possessed, 
that  person  takes  on  the  characteristics  of 
the  lwa  or  orisha,  regardless  of  gender.  So 
a  man  can  be  possessed  by  a  female  spirit 
and  will  take  on  feminine  attributes  while 
possessed. 

As  a  drummer  at  Dominican  Vodou 
ceremonies,  Vicioso  plays  to  bring  down  the 
spirits.  Listening  to  the  beats  of  his  drums, 
even  somewhere  as  prosaic  as  a  classroom 
in  Eugene  where  Vicioso  plays  to  educate 
UO  students  about  the  religion,  it’s  not  too 
hard  to  understand  how  the  rhythms  can 
bring  on  a  trance.  The  repetitive  sounds 
wind  their  way  around  the  room,  and  the 
songs  are  sinuous  and  haunting. 

Some  vodouisants  become  possessed 
without  even  the  aid  of  music,  says  Vicioso. 
“I  know  people  who  you  ring  a  bell  next 
to  them  and  they’re  possessed,”  he  says. 
“Their  voice  changes  and  they  start  doing 
things  that  are  out  of  this  world,  and  they 
do  it  very  naturally. 

He  tells  of  a  time  a  Petwo  spirit,  from 
the  fiery  side  of  the  Vodou  pantheon, 
“picked  up  a  glass  and  chomped  it  down” 
eating  the  shards  without  any  signs  of  pain. 
Vicioso  laughs  and  says,  “The  woman  who 
owned  the  house”  where  the  ceremony  took 
place  “came  running,”  and  she  said  with 
irritation,  “I  just  bought  those  glasses!” 

Once  the  spirit  has  entered  the  body  of 
a  vodouisant,  the  lwa  then  interacts  with 


the  other  participants  in  the  ceremony, 
giving  out  much  needed  advice  and 
healing.  Possession  at  these  ceremonies 
is  not  demonic  or  evil;  it  is  a  basic  part  of 
the  religion  Vicioso  says  is  “beautiful  and 
valuable  —  a  natural  healing  religion.” 

The  drums  he  plays  are  powerful 
instruments,  according  to  Vicioso,  and 
always  have  been.  “That’s  why  they  banned 
the  drums,”  he  says  of  the  Haitian  slave 
owners  who  tried  to  stop  the  religion  during 
its  early  days  in  the  New  World.  Vodou  and 
its  rhythms  have  been  vilified  and  banned 
since  before  the  Haitian  Revolution  that 
made  Haiti  the  second  independent  nation 
in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  It  was  a  drum 
ceremony  led  by  a  Haitian  Vodou  priest 


called  an  houngan  that  kicked  off  Haiti’s 
successful  slave  revolution. 

Having  a  nation  of  freed  slaves  so 
close  to  the  U.S.  was  like  “a  sore  thumb,” 
Vicioso  says.  Demonizing  Vodou  was 
“done  on  purpose,”  he  says,  “through 
the  media  and  through  Hollywood.”  And 
that  demonizing  continues  to  this  day. 
According  to  Vicioso,  the  real  dark  powers 
aren’t  in  Caribbean  religions,  they’re  here 
in  the  U.S.  “There’s  black  magic  in  Wash¬ 
ington,”  Vicioso  says  of  the  current  Bush 
administration.  “That’s  zombiism  to  the 
highest  level  to  me.” 

AFRICAN  GODS  AND  CATHOLIC  SAINTS 

Vodou  and  Santeria  were  both  bom  of 
a  similar  meeting  of  African  religions  with 
Catholicism,  stirred  up  in  a  cauldron  of 
colonialism  and  slavery.  Researchers  call 
the  religions  “syncretic,”  meaning  they 
meld  seemingly  disparate  belief  systems. 
Vodou  came  into  being  when  the  Fon 
peoples  were  brought  as  slaves  from  what 


is  now  Benin  in  Africa  to  Haiti  by  French 
colonizers.  Santeria  (also  called  Lukumi  or 
La  Regia  de  Ocha)  came  primarily  from 
Yomba  peoples  who  were  brought  to  Cuba 
and  Puerto  Rico. 

The  African  peoples  brought  their  gods 
and  beliefs  with  them  but  were  forbidden 
by  the  enslaving  Europeans  to  practice 
their  native  religions.  One  justification  put 
forth  for  slavery  was  the  belief  it  was  better 
to  be  enslaved  and  Christian  than  it  was  to 
be  free  and  heathen. 

The  slaves  saw  parallels  between  their 
own  gods  and  the  saints  that  are  part  of 
the  Catholic  religion.  The  powerful  orisha 
called  Chango  in  Santeria,  for  example,  is 
a  god  of  lightening.  In  Santeria,  Chango 


became  linked  up  with  the  Catholic  St. 
Barbara,  who  is  often  depicted  with  a  bolt 
of  lightening  behind  her.  Thus  an  altar  to 
Chango  would  bear  both  an  African  carving 
of  Chango  and  a  Catholic  lithograph  of 
St.  Barbara.  The  name  Santeria  itself 
comes  from  the  idea  that  when  the  African 
slaves  appeared  to  be  worshipping  the 
Catholic  saints  (santos)  they  were  actually 
venerating  the  orishas.  Most  vodouisants 
and  santeros  in  the  Caribbean  are  also 
Catholic  or  Protestant. 

An  old  and  oft-cited  joke  in  Haiti  goes: 
Haiti  is  80  percent  Roman  Catholic,  15 
percent  Protestant,  and  100  percent  Vodou. 
Haitian  dictator  Francois  Duvalier  was 
known  for  using  references  to  Vodou  during 
his  reign  as  Haiti’s  “president  for  life,” 
wearing  the  black  garb  and  speaking  in  the 
nasal  tones  of  the  lwa  of  the  cemeteries  the 
Baron  Samedi. 

After  slavery  ended  in  the  Caribbean, 
the  worship  of  the  powerful  African-based 
religions  continued,  and  when  practitioners 


left  the  Caribbean  and  immigrated  to  the 
U.S.  and  elsewhere,  they  brought  their  gods 
and  beliefs  with  them.  The  immigrants 
continue  to  practice  their  religion  and  pass 
it  on  to  others  who  feel  called  to  it  by  the 
spirits. 

SERVING  THE  SPIRITS  IN  OREGON 

The  house  that  Tre  Hardson,  (aka 
Slimkid3)  a  singer  who  recently  relocated 
from  L.A.  to  Oregon,  shares  with  his 
fiancee  Martha  Calhoon  looks  like  every 
other  house  on  the  street  in  a  neighborhood 
just  a  few  miles  from  downtown  Portland. 
It’s  one  of  a  row  of  houses  so  similar  that  it 
would  be  easy  to  pull  up  to  the  wrong  front 
door  even  if  you  lived  there.

Once  you  walk  in  the  door,  though, 
it  becomes  clear  this  house  is  a  little 
different.  A  large  altar  draped  in  clothes  in 
shades  of  blue  dominates  the  living  room. 
It  is  a  throno  in  honor  of  Hardson’s  orisha 
Yemaya,  a  goddess  of  the  sea.  The  throno 
was  created  in  celebration  of  Hardson’s 
ocha  birthday,  the  one-year  celebration  of 
initiation  into  the  religion  and  the  coming 
together  of  a  practitioner  with  his  or  her 
orisha.  Initiates  called  iyawos  wear  white 
during  their  initiation  year  and  are  brought 
into  the  religion  by  a  madrino  or  padrino , 
or  godparent,  who  oversees  the  process 
and  helps  the  iyawo  communicate  with  the 
spirits. 

Sitting  by  the  front  door  is  what  looks 
like  a  concrete  head  with  shells  for  eyes 
resting  in  the  middle  of  what  appears  to  be 
a  small  house  filled  with  toys  and  candy 
and  flanked  by  burning  candles.  This  is 
an  altar  for  Ellegua,  a  Santeria  spirit  that 
corresponds  roughly  to  Papa  Legba  of 
Vodou.  Both  are  gods  of  the  doorways,

spirits  that  make  things  possible.  Ellegua 
“likes  toys  and  candy,  things  to  do  with 
kids,”  says  Hardson. 

Though  animals  are  sometimes  sac¬ 
rificed  to  the  spirits  of  Vodou  and  Santeria, 
most  gifts  that  are  given  to  the  gods  are 
items  like  perfume  and  alcohol  or  foods 
like  candy,  honey  or  apples.  The  spirits 
are  honored  through  lighting  candles 
and  refreshing  glasses  of  water  on  their 
altars. 

“Animal  sacrifice,  probably  even  more 
so  than  spirit  possession,  is  one  of  the 
misunderstood  parts  of  the  religion,”  says 
Calhoon,  who  wrote  her  master’s  thesis 
on  Santeria.  “If  the  situation  calls  for  it, 
it’s  carried  out  respectfully.  The  animal  is 
prayed  to  and  thanked  for  giving  its  life.  In 
most  cases  then  it’s  cooked  and  eaten.  It  is 
no  more  wasteful  than  buying  a  package  of 
chicken  wings.” 

Santeria’s  tradition  of  animal  sacrifice 
is  an  element  that  is  often  played  up  in  the 
media.  But  as  Hardson  points  out,  sacrifice 
in  Santeria  honors  the  animal  as  well  as 
the  orishas.  “Stand  in  front  of  the  grocery 
store  or  McDonald’s.  You’re  so  detached. 
Stand  in  front  of  a  row  of  chicken  wings  at 
Albertson’s.  Who  prayed  over  those?” 

MANY  PATHS  TO  HEAVEN 

Thanks  to  a  1993  Supreme  Court  ruling 
in  the  case  of  Church  of  the  Lukumi  Babalu 
Aye,  Inc.  v.  Hialeah,  Santeria’s  practice  of 
animal  sacrifice  has  been  deemed  protected 
under  the  First  Amendment,  but  that  hasn’t 
stopped  outsiders  from  misunderstanding 
the  practice  and  the  religion. 

“There’s  this  sensationalism  that  sur¬ 
rounds  it  that  I  just  can’t  tolerate,”  says 
Calhoon.  “Anything  that  has  the  history 
this  religion  has  is  going  to  be  exoticized 
—  even  in  Pirates  of  the  Caribbean  there’s 
the  voodoo  lady!” 

Hardson,  a  rapper  who  is  currently 
on  a  reunion  tour  with  the  Pharcyde,  and 
Calhoon,  a  journalist  (and  former  EW 
intern),  say  they  haven’t  experienced  the 
prejudices  against  the  religion  that  many 
practitioners  face.  The  immigrants  to  the 


U.S.  who  “serve  the  spirits”  of  Vodou  and 
Santeria  often  come  from  a  lower  socio¬ 
economic  group  and  already  face  racial 
biases,  making  them  even  less  inclined  to 
discuss  their  religion  publicly. 

Hardson  and  Calhoon  say  they  know 
there  are  practitioners  of  Caribbean 
religions  around  the  Northwest  but  that 
they  are  hard  to  find,  “There  are  Cuban 
santeros  here  who  are  very  quiet  about 
it.  You  won’t  just  bump  into  someone,” 
Calhoon  says. 

“We’re  fortunate  because  we  live  in  a 
place  like  Oregon,”  she  says.  “Here  people 
are  open  to  things  that  are  not  mainstream, 
particularly  things  with  a  spiritual  bent. 
And  anything  that’s  anti-establishment  and 
anti-institution  hies  here.” 

Of  those  who  choose  to  malign  religions 
like  Santeria,  she  says,  “To  some  people  it 
might  seem  crazy  to  give  fruit  to  Chango, 
but  there  are  millions  of  people  on  this 
Earth  today  who  believe  the  Catholic  saints 
did  great  work  on  Earth  and  that  when  they 
died,  they  became  part  of  the  divine.  It’s 
institutionalized  racism  to  say  the  same 
can’t  be  true  of  African  people.” 

“A  padrino  once  told  me  that  he  almost 
became  a  Catholic  priest  before  becoming 
a  santero,”  Calhoon  says.  “He  told  me 
there  are  many  paths  to  heaven;  this  one 
happens  to  be  mine.” 

“It’s  for  healing  people,  helping  people, 
helping  your  community,”  Hardson  says  of 
his  religion.  “People  that  I  talk  to  who  are 
afraid  of  this  religion,  I  tell  them  what  my 
padrino  told  me:  ‘It’s  not  the  religion;  it’s 
the  people.’” 

Hardson  adds,  “The  orisha  comes  down 
and  tells  you  what  do.  And  some  things 
don’t  really  make  sense,  and  you  really  don’t 
question  it.”  He  stresses  the  importance 
of  respect  for  the  spirits.  According  to 
Hardson,  it  is  not  the  orisha  working  for 
the  santero,  but  the  worshipper  who  works 
for  the  spirits.  You  take  the  advice  of  the 
spirits,  he  says,  “You  do  it,  and  it  works. 
Absolutely  it  works.  Everything  that  we’ve 
put  our  heart  into  and  we  need  it,  we’ve 
gotten  it.”  Bill/ 
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It's  not  every  month  that  we  give  a  full  write-up  to  two  of  the  five  stops  on  the  First  Friday  ArtWalk,  so  you  should  be  as  informed  about  this  ArtWalk  as  ever.  This  month  the 
tour  is  co-hosted  by  Debbie  Williamson-Smith  and  Jill  Hartz,  both  of  the  UO's  Jordan  Schnitzer  Museum  of  Art.  Starting  with  Jean  Denis'  encaustic  paintings  of  ancient  Egyptian 
portraits  at  La  Follette  Gallery  (see  page  27),  the  walk  will  jump  over  to  the  Fenario  Gallery  for  paintings  and  a  mural  installation  by  former  Eugenean  Steven  Lopez  (see  our 
8/7  issue).

When  Al  Stewart  was  a  wee  lad  in  the  south  of 
England,  learning  guitar  from  Robert  Fripp  of  King 
Crimson,  he  listened  to  The  Beatles  and  "wanted 
to  be  Al  Beatle."

Gone,  But  Not  Forgotten 

Imitation  of  life  (and  death)  at  La  Follette  Gallery 


E/rene,  by  Jean  Denis 


In  Jean  Denis’  current  show  at  La 
Follette  Gallery,  “Fare  Well!,”  she 
presents  portraits  of  portraits  of  ancient 
Egyptians  who  were  still  living  when  they 
were  portrayed.  This  brief  summary  makes 
it  seem  like  Denis  is  a  postmodern  artist 
with  a  penchant  for  ideas,  not  craft.  But 
just  the  opposite  is  true.  The  Fall  Creek 
resident  is  a  traditional  artist  reacting  to  a 
passion  for  a  particular  (and  peculiar)  style 
of  portraiture  —  a  passion  fomented  from 
a  book  she  bought  only  because  it  had  the 
word  “portrait”  in  its  title.  That  book  was 
The  Mysterious  Fayum  Portraits.  While 
Denis  knows  that  an  art  book  stoking  her 
obsession  isn’t  “quite  as  romantic  as  going 
to  Egypt,”  she  was  so  fully  taken  by  the  life 
emanating  from  the  portraits  of  men  and 
women  who  lived  over  2,000  years  ago  that 
she  had  to  respond  to  it  in  the  only  way  she 
knew  how,  by  studying  it  and  painting  it. 

From  the  book,  Denis  (who  won 
a  Juror’s  Choice  award  in  last  year’s 
Mayor’s  Art  Show  for  a  Fayum- style 
portrait)  learned  that  the  portraits  were 
mostly  done  in  north-central  Egypt 
during  a  time  when  Greeks  and  Romans 
alternately  ruled  that  country.  The  portraits 
were  painted  while  the  subjects  were  still 
alive  and,  upon  death,  were  placed  over 
the  mummy  inside  the  sarcophagus  as  a 
visual  memorial.  The  Fayum  portraits  were 


mostly  done  using  the  encaustic  method  — 
mixing  heated  beeswax  with  pigments  and 
applying  strokes  one  layer  at  a  time  —  and 
for  the  most  part  outlived  the  mummies 
themselves.  For  Denis,  portraiture  “shows 
us  actual  people  as  they  looked  when  they 
were  alive,”  but  a  Fayan  portrait  “captures 
something  more.”  What  that  something  is 
Denis  can  hardly  explain  in  words.  “It  was 
something  about  them  that  called  me,”  she 
says.  “These  things  are  2,000  years  old, 
and  they  still  look  like  they’re  alive.” 

Perhaps  it  is  the  artist’s  desire  for 
her  own  immortality  that  pushes  Denis’ 
fascination  with  the  process  and  the  result 
of  encaustic  portraiture.  To  this  day,  works 
of  art  have  helped  many  people  make  their 
permanent  mark  in  both  time  and  space. 
While  Mozart’s  body  disintegrates,  his 
symphonies  live  on  at  the  Hult  Center; 
while  Van  Gogh  died  a  poor,  mentally- 
disturbed  recluse,  his  paintings  will  carry 
his  name  to  eternity.  The  painters  of  the 
Fayum  portraits  went  uncredited  and  thus 
forgotten.  It  is  no  fluke  that  Denis  obscures 
part  of  her  own  Fayum  portraiture  with 
her  stamp-size  signature  (which  I  usually 
detest,  but  find  it  appropriate  given  this 
context).  But  in  picking  up  the  encaustic 
medium,  this  quest  has  required  Denis  to 
develop  “skill  far  beyond  any  medium”  she 
had  previously  employed. 


After  much  trial  and  error,  Denis 
eventually  took  an  encaustics  class  but 
found  the  modem  processes  it  taught  didn’t 
produce  what  she  wanted.  “I  wanted  more 
shading  and  blending,  simulating  skin 
and  eyes,”  Denis  says,  “and  the  [modem 
process]  wasn’t  conducive  to  that.”  So  she 
temporarily  forgot  all  she  was  taught  in 
that  class  and  went  back  to  grinding  wood 
ash  from  her  fireplace  to  mix  with  the  wax, 
more  in  line  with  how  the  ancient  Egyptians 
employed  pigmented  beeswax.  “I  wanted 
to  be  tme  to  the  original  purpose,”  Denis 


explains,  “which  was  to 
perpetuate  these  people’s 
existence  and  to  make  them 
have  eternal  life.  I  was  just 
carrying  that  on  as  best  as  I 
could.” 

For  Denis’  show  at  La 
Follette,  she  selected  the 
portraits  in  the  book  that 
she  most  resonated  with  and 
went  about  replicating  them. 
But,  she  explains,  these  are 
not  exact  copies.  Just  as 
Gus  Van  Sant’s  shot- for-shot 
remake  of  Alfred  Hitchcock’s 
Psycho  is  nowhere  near  the 
original,  Denis’  copies  are  as 
much  informed  by  her  own 
artistic  sensibility  as  the  skill 
with  which  she  employs  her 
encaustics.  In  terms  of  “life,” 
Isarous  comes  the  closest  to 
feeling  like  you’re  standing 
in  front  of  a  real  person.  The 
subject’s  glassy  eyes  feel  real,  a  glimpse 
of  fragility  and  mortality  peeking  through. 
Others  feel  more  pictorial  (and  novel) 
than  realistic,  while  Madonna  and  Child 
is  perhaps  too  unfinished.  For  the  most 
part  the  hand-made  wood  frames  (built  by 
Denis’  neighbor,  Nan  Reid)  fit  well  with 
the  portraits.  Come  to  think  of  it,  maybe  it 
is  the  ideas  that  draw  you  in  most  at  this 
show.  In  a  postmodern,  curious  world, 
that’s  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of.  BIV

Strange  Bedfellows

Despite  the  finality  of  its  title,  The 
Last  Mistress  is  about  an  endless 
love  affair  and  the  people  betrayed, 
inspired  and  ruined  by  it.  Like  its  subject 
matter  —  sex  among  the  Parisian  upper- 
crust  —  the  film  itself  arrives  drenched  in 
gossip,  although  I  found  the  sex  too  tame 
to  warrant  its  “unrated”  classification. 
(Then  again,  I  might  have  slapped  the  great 
WALL-E  with  an  R  rating,  so  austere  is  some 
of  its  material.)  Still,  The  Last  Mistress  is 
a  passionate  and  often  intelligent  film  that 
takes  the  tragedy  of  its  subjects  seriously. 


he  comes  off  as  criminally  lovestruck  by 
La  Villini  (Asia  Argento),  who  by  legend  is 
the  “illegitimate  child  of  an  Italian  princess 
and  a  famed  Spanish  matador.”  Grandma 
seems  satisfied  the  affair  is  over.  Audiences 
will  know  it’s  anything  but. 

Ryno  marries  his  mute  fiancee.  And  so 
The  Last  Mistress  evolves  into  a  story  of 
love’s  appetite  for  destruction.  The  film 
is  rife  with  coincidence  and  awkward 
silences,  sometimes  in  the  same  scene,  and 
a  seemingly  major  character  lasts  all  of  60 
seconds  yet  is  mourned  for  years.  For  a  film 
about  sexual  desire,  The  Last  Mistress  can 
feel  cloistered  and  tame.  Yet  you  sense  that 
little  of  this  matters  to  director  Catherine 
Breillat,  who  seems  more  interested  in 
attenuating  mood  and  pace  to  as  languid  a 


The  Last  Mistress  is  a  passionate  and 
often  intelligent  film  that  takes  the 
tragedy  of  its  subjects  seriously. 


“Tragedy”  is  a  word  we  apply  more 
liberally  than  sunscreen  these  days,  but  I 
think  we  can  feel  justified  using  it  here: 
Ryno  de  Marigny  (Fu’ad  Ait  Aattou), 
a  hypersexual  Don  Juan,  is  confronted 
by  the  grandmother  of  his  fiancee,  who 
demands  he  account  for  his  reputation  as 
a  playboy.  Ryno  proceeds  to  tell  grandma 
the  story  of  his  10-year  adventure  with  a 
prostitute,  a  grim  tale  of  love  and  loss  that 
Ryno  swears  is  ancient  history.  In  the  tale, 


point  as  possible,  like  a  person  who  won’t 
refuel  a  car  in  the  interest  of  discovering 
how  far  it  can  go  before  stalling.  The  effect 
is  strangely  compelling.  Breillat  ( Dirty 
Like  an  Angel ),  a  pro  at  creating  soft  pom 
for  the  educated  classes,  has,  by  embracing 
the  virtues  of  a  period  piece,  found  a 
good  vehicle  for  examining  her  interests, 
in  particular  the  way  sex  destroys  as  it 
creates.  ew

Portland's  Time  Based  Art  brings  cutting  edge 
performance  to  Oregon 


In  its  sixth  year,  Portland’s  Time  Based 
Art  festival  has  become  not  just  one 
of  the  Northwest’s  premier  arts  events 
but  also  one  of  the  world’s  great  showcases 
of  adventurous  performing  arts,  drawing 
cutting  edge  artists  from  around  the  world 
and  avant  arts  fans  from  throughout  the 
region  and  across  the  country.  This  year’s 
festival,  which  runs  Sept.  4-14,  is  the  last 
of  three  curated  by  Mark  Russell,  the 
famed  former  director  of  New  York’s  RS. 
122,  and  it  continues  his  interest  in  avant 
garde  theater,  but  the  evenings  also  include 
considerable  doses  of  music,  dance,  film  and 
visual  art  installations  happening  on  stages 
and  in  unlikely  spaces  throughout  the  city. 

After  the  major  events,  the  impromptu 
late-night  gathering  space  called  The 
Works  presents  still  more  performances 
while  allowing  arts  lovers  to  eat,  drink 
and  chat  about  the  amazing  effulgence 
of  art  they’re  experiencing.  And  the  days 
are  stuffed  with  artist  talks,  workshops, 
installations,  even  kid- friendly  events.  With 
out-of-town  visitors  and  visiting  artists 
receiving  discounts  on  festival  passes,  it’s 
an  ideal  occasion  for  a  long  weekend  (or 
week-long)  stay  in  our  artistically  vibrant 
northern  neighbor.

Antony  &  the  Orchestra:  Antony

with  Bj  ork  and  Lou  Reed,  with  visual  artists, 
filmmakers  and  orchestras  from  London  to 
L.A.,  Brooklyn  to  Milan.  He  and  his  band, 
the  Johnsons,  join  the  Oregon  Symphony.

Third  Angle:  City  Dance.  Between 
1966  and  1970,  legendary  landscape 
architect  Lawrence  Halprin  created  three 
magnificent  downtown  Portland  landmarks: 
Petty  grove  Park,  Lovejoy  Fountain  and 
what  New  York  Times  architecture  critic 
Ada  Fouise  Huxtable  called  one  of  “the 
most  important  urban  spaces  since  the 
Renaissance,”  Keller  Fountain.  Meanwhile, 
Halprin ’s  renowned  choreographer  wife, 
Anna,  created  trailblazing  dance  with  some 
radical  young  California  composers  at  her 
innovative  San  Francisco  dance  studio.  Fa 
Monte  Young  and  Terry  Riley  pioneered  the 
most  significant  musical  movement  since 
World  War  II,  minimalism,  while  Pauline 
Oliveros,  Morton  Subotnick  and  others 
founded  one  of  the  most  creative  wellsprings 
of  American  music,  the  San  Francisco  Tape 
Music  Center,  which  spawned  modem 
electronic  music.  The  couple’s  respective 
artistic  expressions  “combined  Anna’s 
dance  and  theater  experience  and  Larry’s 
desire  for  social  change,”  says  violinist  Ron 
Blessinger,  director  of  the  city’s  visionary 
Third  Angle  new  music  ensemble.  At 
Lawrence  Halprin’s  landmarks,  Third 
Angle  musicians  will  perform  adventurous 
music  by  these  great  composers  to  dances 
created  by  Portland  choreographers  Linda 
Austin,  Cydney  Wilkes,  Tere  Mathem  and 
Linda  K.  Johnson.  ew

Schubert’s  Unfinished  Symphony  and  one 
movement  of  Prokofiev’s  Piano  Concerto 
No.  3  in  C  Major),  and  Kabaretti,  the  first 
finalist  to  arrive  in  Eugene,  completes  his 
program  with  Mozart,  Tchaikovsky  and 
Rimsky-Korsakov. 

As  we  will  with  each  candidate,  the 
EW  sat  down  with  Kabaretti  and  found  out 
more  about  his  past,  his  present  and  his 
hopes  for  the  future. 

How  did  you  get  interested  in  music? 

My  father  plays,  so  I  was  brought  up 
watching  him,  and  it  was  a  natural  part  of 
my  childhood.  I  began  studying  recorder 
with  him  when  I  was  5  years  old,  and  after  a 
few  months  I  got  to  his  level,  so  we  decided 
to  switch.  I  switched  to  the  keyboard  at  6 
and  then  began  studying  piano.  At  age  15, 
I  went  to  see  concerts,  and  I  was  fascinated 
with  the  conductor,  and  I  did  for  a  while 
both.  I  played  the  violin  for  a  few  years 
and  the  trombone,  and  I  sang,  but  the  piano 
is  my  instrument. 

You  have  conducted  in  some  of  the 
greatest  cities  on  the  planet .  What  are 
some  of  your  favorites? 

I  was  fortunate  to  study  in  Vienna.  If 
you  want  to  go  into  this  type  of  music, 
classical,  Vienna  was  the  center  for  many 
years,  with  Schubert,  Beethoven,  Brahams, 
Mozart,  Mahler,  Schoenberg  —  they  all 
lived  there.  It  was  beautiful,  and  it  was 
inspiring.  You  can  study  music  wherever 
you  want,  but  for  me  it  was  important  to 
study  it  in  the  original  place. 

So  why  Eugene? 

I  didn’t  know  so  much  about  the  city,  but 


challenging  thing  for  the  music  director 
today.  The  time  that  people  will  go  to  a 
concert  just  because  it  is  a  concert,  [that 
time]  isn’t  anymore.  People  have  so  much 
opportunity  to  spend  a  nice  evening  or  an 
afternoon,  so  it  really  has  to  be  something 
unique  .I’m  trying  to  balance  my  self  between 
what  the  audience  wants  to  hear,  what  the 
musicians  want  and  need  to  play  and  what 
is  my  natural  passion.  It’s  a  puzzle. 

Tell  me  about  your  selections  for  the 
Eugene  program  for  Friday  night . 

The  two  pieces  that  were  given,  I 
needed  to  match  that,  and  time  [limits].  I 
went  Russian.  The  program  of  Maestro 
Guerrero  for  this  year  is  beautiful,  and  that 
was  a  problem  for  me  because  I  couldn’t 
take  any  of  his  pieces.  Thank  God  the 
Capriccio  Espagnol  and  the  Romeo  and 
Juliet  were  not  taken!  These  two  pieces 
require  something  from  the  conductor  that 
the  orchestra  needs.  I  think  this  maturity 
[requirement]  will  convince  them  of  the 
way  I  see  the  music.  The  Classical  piece, 
the  Mozart,  is  really  very  tricky  because  I 
studied  in  Vienna.  I  have  to  convince  the 
orchestra  to  play  it  in  a  certain  style,  and 
if  I  succeed  with  that,  that  will  certainly 
make  the  orchestra  understand  what  is  my 
musical  expectation.  They  are  professional 
and  flexible,  so  it  depends  more  on  me 
than  on  them.  GW

Neil  Young.  J  Mascis.  Doug  Martsch. 
You  could  call  them  the  Holy  Trinity 
of  high-pitched  guitar  heroes  — 
each  one  with  his  own  style  of  rough-edged 
solos,  wistful  lyrics  and  a  creaky,  tender 
voice  tying  it  all  together.  Young,  especially 
with  Crazy  Horse,  of  course  made  it  cool  to 
kick  out  unpolished,  sweeping,  single-note 
solos  whilst  singing  with  a  perpetual  cold. 
And  Mascis,  with  Dinosaur  Jr.,  took  Young’s 
torch  to  new  nasally  heights,  cracking  his 
vocal  cords  over  colossal,  feedback-laden, 
super  technical  guitar  acrobatics.  It  was 
Martsch,  though,  with  his  band  Built  to 
Spill,  who  not  only  carried  on  the  squeaky 
singing  and  expansive  soloing  lineage  of 
Young  and  Mascis  but  who  also  took  the 
two  guitar  gods’  sound  and  made  it  shinier 
and  smarter.  In  turn,  Martsch,  the  balding, 
bearded  guy  from  Boise,  Idaho,  became  the 
indie  rock  crowd’s  guitar  darling,  and  the 
album  that  solidified  his  status  was  Built 
to  Spill’s  major  label  debut,  Perfect  From 
Now  On. 

It  took  Martsch  three  tries  to  perfect 
Perfect  From  Now  On.  The  Idahoan 
formed  Built  to  Spill  in  1993  with  the  idea 
that  he’d  use  a  different  set  of  musicians 
for  every  album,  and  the  group’s  first 
two  albums  featured  a  rotating  cast  of 
Boise  and  Seattle  scenesters.  But  when 
he  applied  the  loose  aggregate  idea  to  his 
Warner  Bros,  debut,  employing  only  a  new 
drummer  and  no  bassist,  he  discovered  that 
the  spark  just  wasn’t  there  for  his  new  set 
of  songs.  Between  this  lack  of  chemistry 
and  an  unusual  amount  of  creative  control, 
courtesy  of  the  major  label,  Martsch 


soon  realized  that  he  needed  some  sort  of 
consistency  supporting  him.  Recruiting  his 
former  bassist  Brett  Nelson  and  Spinanes 
drummer  Scott  Plouf,  Martsch  recorded 
the  album  a  second  time  with  Northwest 
producer  Phil  Ek  —  only  to  have  the  master 
tapes  destroyed  by  heat  during  a  Seattle  to 
Boise  drive.  Martsch  and  company  went 
back  to  Seattle  and  tried  again,  and  it  turned 
out  that  the  third  time  was  the  charm. 

Perfect  From  Now  On  was  released  in 
the  first  month  of  1997  and,  probably  much 
to  Warner  Bros.’  chagrin,  featured  only  one 
song  that  checked  in  under  the  five-minute 
mark  ...  just  barely.  Most  of  the  album’s 
eight  songs  lingered  around  six  to  eight 
minutes,  but  what  Perfect  lacked  in  radio¬ 
friendliness,  it  more  than  made  up  for  in  an 
onslaught  of  catchy  hooks  and  completely 
innovative  guitar  interplay.  With  Ek’s 
crisp-as-a- Seattle-morning  production, 
Perfect  poured  a  bucket  of  cold  water  on 
guitar  rock  and  snapped  the  genre  out  of 
its  stale  and  formulaic  funk.  Guitars  jam 
without  sounding  jammy;  cellos  weave 
in  and  out  without  sounding  orchestrated; 
wah-wahs  give  way  to  dangers  without 
sounding  gimmicky;  and  tempos  suddenly 
switch  without  sounding  disjointed.  And 
throughout,  Martsch’s  trebly  pipes  leak 
softhearted  slacker  catchphrases.  In  an 
interview,  Martsch  said  that  “[Perfect]  was 
basically  a  bunch  of  little  parts  all  getting 
stuck  together  onto  a  record.”  In  a  sense, 
the  album  is  the  ultimate  cut-and-paste 
project,  but  never  has  music  so  fragmented 
and  haphazard  sounded  so  seamless  and 
remarkably  emotional.  CIV

Good  Humor  Bands 

Traditions  converge  in  Eugene 


Rupa  Marya  leads  a  double  life.  For 
half  the  year,  she  treats  patients 
and  teaches  students  as  a  member 
of  the  internal  medicine  faculty  at  UC  San 
Francisco.  The  rest  of  the  time,  she  leads 
a  neo-cabaret  band  in  the  city’s  Mission 
district.  Although  everyone  wanted  her 
to  choose  one  or  the  other,  Dr.  Marya, 
er,  Rupa,  insisted  she  needed  to  be  both 
physician  and  musician.  She  also  found 
that  the  two  roles  complemented  each 
other,  as  in  a  poignant  song  she  wrote  after 
talking  to  a  dying  patient’s  wife  about 
their  40  years  together,  or  another  about 
an  illegal  immigrant  patient  who  died  of 
breast  cancer  because  she  was  afraid  to  go 
to  the  hospital  to  get  a  lump  diagnosed,  out 
of  fear  of  being  deported. 

Actually,  she  has  more  than  two  lives 
—  multiple  identities  have  been  part  of 
her  experience  since  being  bom  to  Indian 
parents  in  San  Francisco  and  growing  up 
there  as  well  as  in  France  and  India.  She 
sings  in  Hindi,  Spanish,  French  and  English. 
Rupa  and  her  band,  the  April  Fishes 
(classical  cellist,  accordion,  percussion, 
bass  and  jazz  tmmpeter),  should  appeal 
to  fans  of  Pink  Martini,  Gogol  Bordello, 
Keren  Ann  and  similar  acts.  With  all  that 
experience  in  multitasking,  it’s  no  surprise 
that  Dr.  Marya  —  er,  Rupa’s  —  music  is 
similarly  diverse,  drawing  on  Parisian  cafe 
music,  ragas,  Gypsy  swing,  Latino  grooves, 
tango.  Nor  that  her  lyrics  often  explore  the 
personal  and  political  aspects  of  living  in 
a  multicultural  world  —  opening  borders 
and  crossing  cultures.  (The  title  song  of 
their  album,  Extraordinary  Rendition , 
is  decidedly  not  a  paean  to  the  war¬ 
mongering,  Constitution-trashing  Cheney 
administration.)  She  lets  her  wild  side 
out  in  the  stage  shows:  dancing,  playing 
guitar,  inspiring  a  colorful  circus-cabaret 
vibe,  mixing  in  the  occasional  ballad.  Rupa 
and  the  April  Fishes  play  the  WOW  Hall 
Saturday,  Sept.  6,  with  the  veteran  sitar/ 
tabla  duo  Bindaas. 

Guitarist  Guelel  Kumba  has  also  crossed 
borders,  from  his  native  Senegal  to  Oxford, 
Mississippi.  His  band’s  name,  Afrissippi, 
suggests  their  blend  of  West  African 
sounds  and  North  Mississippi  hill  country 
blues.  It’s  more  a  reunion  than  a  wedding, 
however,  as  the  country  blues  can  trace 
some  of  their  origins  to  West  Africa.  Of 
course,  Afropop  artists  have  been  creating 
similar  fusions  of  African  and  African- 
American  music,  from  the  other  direction, 
for  years,  and  Afrissippi ’s  sounds  will 
appeal  to  world  music  fans  and  blues  fans 
alike.  Kumba  sings  in  Fulani,  English  and 
French,  and  his  band  —  veterans  of  the 
Mississippi  blues  scene  —  cooks.  They’re 
playing  at  Cottage  Grove’s  Axe  and  Fiddle 
on  Saturday,  Sept.  6,  and  at  the  Eugene 
Celebration  Friday,  Sept.  12;  singer  Guelel 
Kumba  appears  solo  at  Papa’s  Soul  Food 
Kitchen  on  Friday,  Sept.  5. 

If  you  didn’t  get  enough  neo-cabaret 


attitude  at  the  Rupa  show,  try  Sophe  Lux, 
which  plays  the  WOW  Hall  on  Sept.  13. 
More  Kate  Bush  meets  Ziggy  Stardust 
than  Lotte  Lenya,  this  theatrical  Portland 
neo-glam  ensemble  gets  a  lot  of  mileage 
out  of  their  affectionately  sardonic  retro 
humor,  instrumental  variety  (viola,  synth- 
harpsichord,  accordion  along  with  the 
standard  guitar-bass-drums)  and  the  soaring 
soprano  of  Gwynneth  Haynes  (sister  of 
great  filmmaker  Todd),  er,  Mercury  Lux. 

Jazz  and  rock  have  been  violating  each 
other’s  borders  for  decades,  too,  and  a  pair 
of  broadly  appealing  jazz-oriented  acts 
appearing  next  week  are  both  recommended 
to  more  than  just  veteran  jazzheads. 
Brooklyn-based  bassist/keyboardist  Todd 
Sickafoose  studied  with  Charlie  Haden 
and  jazzer- turned-modernist  composer 
Mel  Powell  and  has  collaborated  with 
some  of  the  most  interesting  musicians 
around,  most  notably  in  Ani  DiFranco’s 
band.  His  groove-based  “headphone  jazz” 
is  much  more  ambitious  in  harmony  and 
texture  than  most  rock- influenced  jazz, 
and  his  show  at  Sam  Bond’s  on  Thursday, 
Sept.  1 1 ,  deserves  the  attention  of  any  fan 
of  jazz  or  avant  garde  sounds. 

The  next  night,  Sept.  12,  downtown’s 
Fenario  Gallery  continues  its  occasional 
series  of  music  shows  with  one  of  the  best 
of  the  new-generation  jazz/rock  ensembles, 
the  Jacob  Fred  Jazz  Odyssey.  Like 
fellow  travelers  the  Bad  Plus  and  Medeski 
Martin  &  Wood,  JFJO  has  won  a  strong 
following  among  young  jam  band  fans  as 
well  as  jazz  lovers.  And  like  those  bands, 
they’re  given  to  spacy  covers  of  classic 
(Hendrix,  Brian  Wilson,  Neil  Young,  even 
the  Fab  Four)  and  contemporary  rock 
(Bjork,  fellow  Oklahomans  the  Flaming 
Lips).  But  the  electric/acoustic  trio  can  also 
cover  jazz  legends  from  Ellington  to  Mingus 
to  Brubeck  to  Shorter,  and  their  original 
tunes,  often  composed  of  more  structured 
chamber  jazz,  are  just  as  compelling.  And 
their  decade-plus  of  heavy  touring  has 
made  them  superb  collective  improvisors 
who  can  also  entice  jazz  purists.  GW

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True  Fiction 

Leopold  and  his  Fiction  are  from  San  Francisco,  but  just  judging 
from  their  sound  they  could  easily  be  from  Detroit.  What  era?  Well, 
that's  harder  to  pinpoint.  Vocalist  Daniel  James  has  a  gritty,  soulful, 
swaggering  manner  of  singing  that  recalls  the  Detroit  Motown  era 
as  easily  as  the  White  Stripes'  Jack  White.  Their  stripped  down, 
energetic  guitar  sound  is  not  so  far  from  that  of  The  Stooges,  and 
there's  a  sense  of  physical  yearning  for  redemption  that  wouldn't  be 
out  of  place  in  a  gospel  revival. 

On  songs  like  "Shakey  Mama  Blues''  and  "Come  Back  Now  That 
I'm  Here,"  drummer  Jon  Sortland  and  bassist  Micayla  Grace  let  out 
just  enough  rhythm  rope  for  the  song  to  wiggle  and  shimmy  while 
still  keeping  things  simple  and  tight.  The  garage  blues  of  "Ain't  No 
Surprise"  and  "Gonna  Be  Your  Boy"  is  very  early  White  Stripes-y, 
and  there's  a  strong  Southern  rock  vibe  permeating  just  about  every 


riff  and  rumble.  There's  even  a  moody,  reflective  number,  "Miss 
Manipulation,"  replete  with  slide  guitar  and  an  almost  hokey  country 
vibe.  Ultimately  though,  James'  tattered  vocals  and  the  train's-a- 
comin'  melody  elevate  it  away  from  filler  material  status. 

While  Jack  White  is  busy  descending  into  mediocrity  with  The 
Raconteurs,  we  have  James  carrying  his  basement  blues  torch  out 
of  California.  And  while  The  Strokes  eventually  seemed  to  grasp  for 
any  new  genre  to  invigorate  their  once-promising  rock,  Leopold  and 
his  Fiction  extended  their  tentacles  and  found  just  what  they  were 
looking  for  on  the  first  try. 

If  you  still  mourn  what  The  Strokes  could  have  been  and  are  equally 
as  excited  about  what  the  Black  Keys  are  becoming,  put  Leopold  and 
his  Fiction  on  your  bands-to-pay-attention-to  list.  Leopold  and  his 
Fiction,  Grimis,  The  Daveys  and  The  Mood  play  at  9  pm  Saturday,  Sept. 
6,  at  Oak  Street  Speakeasy.  21+  show.  No  cover.  -  Vanessa  Salvia 


By  Land  or  By  Sea 

Usually,  skipping  from  genre  to 
genre  like  a  frog  hopping  around  on 
so  many  lilypads  suggests  a  case  of 
muddled  identity,  the  mark  of  a  fledgling 
band  that  shows  promise  but  hasn't 
decided  on  a  sound.  But  Your  33  Black 
Angels,  though  they  skip  from  rock  and 
roll  ("Once  I  Dreamed  the  Future")  to 
Devendra-esque  freak  folk  ("Town  and 
Country")  on  the  same  record,  Lonely 
Street ,  do  so  with  amphibious  expertise. 
Not  to  be  confused  with  the  straight-up 
Black  Angels,  the  unsigned  New  York 
band  ended  up  on  Rolling  Stone  critic 
David  Fricke's  picks  for  Lonely  Street, 
their  self-released  debut.  But  the  West 
Coast  seems  to  still  be  figuring  out 
what  the  East  Coast  already  knows: 
This  very  excellent  rock  band  is  going 
to  get  snatched  up  by  some  prestigious 
indie  label  someplace.  And  when  that 
happens,  every  college  student  and 
musician-bartender  in  Eugene  who 
doesn't  show  up  to  this  performance 
but  considers  him  or  herself  musically 
savvy  will  live  to  regret  it  (although  I 
guess  MusicfestNW  is  a  decent  excuse).

A  Full  Life,  Reclaimed 

Trash  to  charming,  historical  treasure 


Want  to  feel  closer  to  someone 
in  today’s  world?  Read  his 
Facebook  updates  or  check  her 
blog  posts.  Want  to  feel  closer  to  someone 
from  the  past?  Get  inside  her  diary. 

Reading  Virginia  Woolf’s  diaries,  anyone 
intimidated  by  the  prose  of  To  the  Lighthouse 
or  The  Waves  can  fall  for  her  sharp,  concise 
commentary  on  supposed  friends  and  her 
vulnerability  both  in  writing  and  in  life.  And 
diaries,  like  that  of  Samuel  Pepys,  reveal  far 
more  than  the  mind  of  the  author;  historians 
scan  them  for  information  about  a  time  and 
place  distant  from  our  own.  So  it  was  with 
Lily  Koppel,  a  young 
New  York  Times 
reporter  who  fished 
a  crumbling  diary, 
along  with  flapper 
dresses,  a  coat  and 
other  treasures  from 
the  1920s  and  ’30s, 
from  the  Dumpster 
of  her  building  on 
the  Upper  West  Side. 

The  diary, 

combined  with  an 
intense  amount  of 
research  and  a  streak 
of  luck,  became  a 
book,  the  tale  of 
the  diary’s  owner, 

Florence  Wolfson. 

An  investigator  found 
her  three  years  after 
Koppel  stumbled  on 
the  diary.  Wolfson, 
now  Howitt,  is  still 
alive  and  sharp  in 
Connecticut  (and  Florida),  and  her  diary 
speaks  volumes  about  her  life  —  genius 
girl,  bisexual  writer,  artist,  music  lover, 
horsewoman  and  independent  spirit,  child 
of  immigrant  parents,  and  faithful  recorder 
of  her  teenage  life  from  1929  to  1934.  “Not 
a  single  day  was  skipped  in  the  diary’s  five 
years,”  Koppel  writes.  After  Koppel  found 
Howitt,  a  great-grandmother  impatient  with 
herself  for  caring  about  the  country  club,  the 
story  unfolded  in  much  more  detail. 

As  Red  Leather  Diary  begins,  getting 
into  the  thickly  described  world  of  1920s 
New  York  takes  a  while.  Koppel  perhaps  did 
a  bit  too  much  research  or  simply  couldn’t 
decide  what  to  exclude.  But  for  New  York 
lovers,  there’s  more  than  just  Florence’s  life, 
packed  as  it  was  with  her  bitter  youthful 
literary  competition  with  Joy  Davidson  (who 
married  C.S.  Lewis  and  was  the  inspiration 
for  Shadowlands ),  her  many  days  wearing 
full  riding  gear  to  Hunter  College  and  the 
literary  salons  she  hosted,  where  Delmore 


Schwartz  and  John  Berryman  shared 
their  poetry.  From  architectural  details  to 
fashion  descriptions,  from  an  evocation  of 
an  immigrant  family  divided  against  itself 
to  the  history  of  the  Catskills,  Red  Leather 
Diary  brims  with  information  about  The 
City  and  its  environs.  And  that’s  not  even 
counting  the  narrative  arc. 

Koppel  weaves  three  stories  into  the 
book:  the  story  of  her  own  find  and  her  life 
as  a  society  reporter  for  the  Times ;  the  tale  of 
Florence’s  young  life;  and  the  story  of  how 
Florence  Wolfson,  adventurous  spirit  who 
fell  madly  in  love  with  an  actress,  Mozart, 
the  Metropolitan 
Museum  of  Art 
and  various  peers, 
became  a  bridge¬ 
playing,  tennis- 
loving  society  elder. 
It’s  a  sometimes 
shaky  collaboration, 
written  with 

the  passion  and 
excitement  Koppel 
feels  about  both  of 
her  finds  but  with 
a  bit  too  heavy  a 
hand  (Guess  what? 
Florence  inspires 
Lily!).  Still,  the  book 
exerts  many  charms 
and  delights.  It  left 
me  shaking  my  head 
in  admiration  and 
smiling  —  but  with 
an  undercurrent 
of  sadness  that  the 
brilliant  Florence 
Wolfson  wasn’t  bom  60  years  later,  when 
she  could  have  been  a  Times  reporter 
alongside  Koppel,  or,  more  likely,  the  editor 
of  the  Paris  Review. 

Reading  the  foreword  from  Florence 
makes  it  clear  why  we  shouldn’t  throw 
away  the  past,  why  maybe  your  teenage 
LiveJournal  blog  shouldn’t  be  deleted 
(though  it  should  be  deeply  privacy 
protected).  Florence,  90  years  old,  reads 
the  diary  and  thinks,  “That  was  mel  This 
tempestuous  girl  who  did  pretty  much  what 
she  wanted  was  now  walking  slowly  and  not 
really  wanting  to  do  much  of  anything.”  But, 
she  adds,  “I  read  the  diary  avidly  and  came 
to  love  that  young  girl.  ...  It  has  been  fun,  it 
has  added  zest  to  my  life,  it  has  brought  back 
some  of  the  passion  of  my  youth  and  made 
me  feel  more  alive  than  I  have  in  years.” 

When  Lily  Koppel  reads  at  the  UO 
Bookstore  (7  pm  Thursday,  Sept.  11), 
she’ll  bring  both  history  and  the  present 
to  life.  Bill

A  Kiss  of  Sweetness 

In  search  of  palatable  pleasures 


Beautiful  Sunday  afternoon,  late 
August,  we  decided  to  scope  Savor 
the  Vine  at  Fifth  Street  Market,  see 
if  we’d  find  some  new  sources,  new  flavors. 
I  pulled  out  my  notebook,  prepped  my 
palate,  focused  on  the  job.  Mole  just 
smiled,  said,  “Meetcha  back,’ 
then  scooted  off  under  his 
mystical  Cloak  of  Invisibility, 
tasting  glass  in  hand,  sweet 
smile  on  his  face. 

Drives  me  nuts.  I’m  a  nice 
guy,  too,  a  wine  snoop,  sure, 
but  I  don’t  bully  people,  don’t 
try  to  play  the  big-shoulders 
press-goon.  I  buy  wine,  don’t 
wheedle  samples,  gladly  wait  my  turn  in  line, 
always  try  to  find  something  positive  to  say 
(growing  grapes  and  making  wine  are  tough 
gigs,  but  selling  wine  can  be  nasty).  But 
Mole  just  bobs  and  weaves  through  crowds, 
always  the  smile,  hardly  noticed,  a  gormless, 


they  would,  but  LaVelle  2007  Estate 
Riesling  ($16)  is  a  semi-sweet  delight  — 
flavors  of  peach/apricot/pears  that  would 
make  music  with  spicy  stir-fry. 

While  I  was  furiously  scribbling  notes, 
Mole  sidled  up,  stage-whispered, 
‘Dey  was  real  nice  ta  me,  Sleut’ , 
and  dere  was  some  decent 
vinos,  yeh?”  All  I  could  do 
to  resist  hugging  the  goof. 
See  what  I  mean? 

Other  scores  from  lucky 
times: 

We’ve  been  trying  to 
pretend  it’s  still  summer,  so  we 
were  happy  to  find  Naia  2007 
($13),  a  dry  Spanish  white  from  Rueda 
region  (grape  is  verdejo)  with  zesty  notes  of 
lime  and  grapefruit,  a  light  and  food- friendly 
wine,  a  sipper  that  inspired  more  sips. 

Every  year  for  the  past  dozen  years, 
we’ve  saved  a  month  just  for  roses.  Didn’t

guileless,  talented  taster.  I’ve  heard  peeps  try 
to  describe  him:  “Oh,  medium  height,  maybe 
a  bit  short,  kinda  round.  Seemed  like  a  really 
nice  guy.”  And  that’s  it:  medium,  round, 
always  finish  on  nice. 

And  Mole  is  nice,  sweetest  guy  you  never 
met,  but  when  it  comes  to  filing  his  reports, 
he  can  be  harsh:  “Dull . . .  overpriced  . . .  not 
varietal . . .  undrinkable  schlock.”  Of  course, 
the  bad-rapping  never  shows  up  in  print  — 
we  report  the  good  wines,  leave  other  stuff 
alone  —  but  when  winefolk  gossip  among 
themselves,  I  come  off  as  the  hard  guy,  and 
Mole’s  a  cuddlebug.  Merely  more  proof  that 
“justice”  is  just  a  word  in  the  dictionary. 

Anyroad,  we  found  good  juice  and  some 
surprises: 

We  liked  Hip  Chicks  Do  Wine  Riot 
Girl  Rose  ($15),  blend  of  sangiovese/ 
malbec,  given  a  little  longer  on  the  skins 
to  get  a  nice,  rich  color,  it  has  a  kiss  of 
sweetness  but  some  complexity,  making 
a  pretty  little  wine  to  take  on  an  end-of- 
summer  picnic. 

Emerson  Vineyards’  (Monmouth) 
young  winemaker  Elliott  Johns  shows 
talent  and  experience.  Emerson  2007 
Chardonnay  ($15)  was  not  over-oaked, 
delivered  good  fruit  on  good  balance  at  a  fair 
price,  but  Emerson  2006  Pinot  Noir 
Avelina  ($25)  was  stylish,  deep  and  rich, 
with  silky  texture.  Their  shocker,  though, 
was  Emerson  2006  Lodi  Syrah  ($18), 
yummy  black  currant  flavors  with  pinch  of 
black  pepper,  15  percent  alcohol  but  so  well 
balanced  the  fire  was  banked  by  fruit. 

Namaste  Vineyards  (Dallas)  2007 
Tranguility  Dry  Riesling  ($18)  cheered 
us  with  peach/apple  flavors,  tingle  of 
citrus,  bone-dry  structure  that  cries  for  light 
meats,  cheeses,  a  blanket  on  the  lawn  and  a 
lingering  summer  evening. 

LaVelle  Vineyards  (Elmira)  is  producing 
the  quality  of  wines  we  always  hoped 


work  that  way  this  weird  year,  but  we  keep 
finding  these  little  beauties,  and  they’re  good 
any  ol’  time.  Chiaretto  2007  Tenuta 
Maiolo  Rose  ($15)  is  an  Italian  charmer 
with  lovely  pink  cheeks  and  flavors  of  roses 
and  raspberries,  round  and  plump. 

Friends  Phil  and  Mariko  came  to  dinner 
with  Chateau  Musar  1998  ($48);  over  the 
years  we’ve  mentioned  this  special  big  red 
made  by  Gaston  Hochar  (actually,  now,  his 
sons)  from  grapes  grown  in  Lebanon’s  Bekaa 
Valley,  the  wine  made  in  France.  This  is  deep, 
dark  wine  with  flavors  of  blackberries,  black 
currants,  cherries,  spices,  with  just  a  hint  of 
gunpowder,  legacy,  we  suppose,  of  centuries 
of  fighting  in  that  bloody,  lovely  valley.  With 
10  years’  age,  the  tannins  are  smoothed  out, 
but  there’s  enough  structure  to  support  longer 
aging.  In  a  way,  Musar  is  more  an  experience 
than  a  mere  drink.

•ASK  A  MEXICAN! 

BY  GUSTAVO  ARELLANO 

Dear  Mexican:  I'm  an  illegal 
alien.  Got  here  on  a  tourist  visa 
and  stayed  for  a  job.  My  gaba- 
cho  employer  knows  about  it 
and  doesn't  give  a  crap.  I  don't 
apologize  about  it,  as  ever  since 
I  can  remember,  the  U.S.  has 
meddled  around  other  countries' 
business  like  it  owns  the  world. 

That,  at  least  in  my  mind,  gives 
me  the  right  to  be  here  and  do  a 
decent,  reasonable  man's  labor 
with  muchos  huevos,  labor  that 
nobody  else  will  do.  Why  won't 
gabachos?  A  myriad  of  reasons, 
from  snobbism  to  plain  old  lazi¬ 
ness  to  greed,  none  of  them  to 
be  discussed  here.  I  don't  get  in  trouble,  I  work  my  culo  off  and  get 
good  money  for  it. 

Now,  to  my  point:  I  don't  give  a  caca  about  amnesty  or,  like  they  like 
to  call  it  these  days,  " a  pathway  to  legal  citizenship."  With  the  cur¬ 
rent  status  quo,  I  get  to  be  here  and  have  a  good  job  without  having 
to  quit  being  what  I  have  always  been,  cherishing  what  I  have  always 
cherished  or  acting  as  I  always  have:  as  a  Mexican.  I'm  the  same  exact 
person  I  have  been,  only  a  few  hundred  miles  north  and  with  better  life 
chances.  Under  the  current  status  quo,  my  employer  gets  great  work¬ 
manship  for  a  bargain  price.  Not  saying  it's  right  (or  wrong),  but  works 
well  for  me.  And  again,  I'm  able  to  work  without  giving  my  previous  life 
and  beliefs  up.  Aside  from  the  occasional  toothless  bigot  with  histori¬ 
cal  amnesia,  my  life  here  as  a  Mexican  is  pretty  stable.  I  even  have 
good  gabacho  friends. 

My  question  to  you  is  this:  What  would  you  calculate  to  be  the 
percentage  of  illegal  Mexicans  in  the  U.S.  who  actually  want  the  whole 
enchilada  of  American  goodness,  with  all  its  obligations,  rights  and 
privileges  nowadays,  when  those  privileges  seem  to  be  reduced  to  tak¬ 
ing  it  in  the  ass  from  the  American  government  in  the  name  of  some 
shady  interest  God-knows-where?  -  Some  Chihuahuan 


Dear  Wab:  Heavy  lies  the  sombrero,  amigo.  I’m  glad  you’re  enjoying  life 
as  an  illegal,  but  few  of  your  fellow  undocumented  do  —  what  else  explains 
the  2006  amnesty  marches,  the  fear  of  escalating  migrn  raids  and  the  healthy 
market  for  fraudulent  document  establishing  some  type  of  legal  residency? 
Your  question  does  brush  up  on  an  interesting,  related  phenomenon  —  the 
legal  Mexicans  who  can  become  American  citizens  but  don’t.  A  March  2007 
Pew  Hispanic  Center  report  revealed  that  only  35  percent  of  eligible  Mexicans 
had  naturalized  their  status  in  2005,  an  improvement  from  20  percent  in  1995; 
compare  that  with  the  77,  7 1  and  69  percent  rates  for  legal  immigrants  from 
the  Middle  East,  Asia  and  Europe/Canada  for  2005.  Researcher  Jeffrey  S. 
Passel  wrote  that  wabs  notched  the  abysmally  low  rate  because  “so  many  have 
low  education  levels,  high  poverty  and  other  characteristics  that  are  associ¬ 
ated  with  low  citizenship  levels.”  Wait  a  minute:  I  always  hear  anti- immigrant

He  was  also  upset  about  the  adjective  "Mexican"  used  with  a  lower 
case  m.  1/1/ere  we  accurate,  or  is  he  being  over-sensitive?  -Clueless  in 
California 

Dear  Gabacho:  Tell  the  wab  to  shut  up.  So  maybe  Mexicans  don’t  consume 
margaritas  and  tortilla  chips  as  much  as,  say,  pan  dulce  and  huitlacoche  — 
who  cares?  Both  gabacho  faves  have  their  roots  with  Mexicans  entrepreneurs 
who  took  authentically  Mexican  products  to  create  an  Americanized  hybrid  — 
he  should  celebrate  these  feats  instead  of  whining  like  Loud  Dobbs.  I’ll  only 
fault  your  staff  for  using  the  lowercase  on  “Mexican”  —  stylebooks  require 
upper-case  letters  at  the  beginning  of  nationalities  or  movements  even  when 
adjectivized  (Americanized,  or  Know  Nothing-esque)  and  lower-case  for  races 
or  peoples  ( gabacho ,  negritos  and  pendejos).

Savage  Love

You're  looking  for  a  companion  of  the  opposite  sex,  a  friend  and  lover,  someone  who  under¬ 
stands  you're  committed  to  staying  in  your  marriage  for  the  sake  of  the  kids,  someone  you  know 
to  be  responsible  and  trustworthy,  someone  who  gets  the  whole  open  relationship  concept... 

How  about  the  wife? 

I  know,  I  know:  You  two  physically  disconnected  after  the  births  of  your  children  (all  too  com¬ 
mon),  you  engaged  in  some  sleazy  adulterate  behavior,  wocka  wocka  wocka.  But  that's  all  out  in 
the  open  now  and  you've  decided  to  stay  together  because  you're  good  parents,  partners,  and 
friends,  and  you've  opened  the  relationship  up  to  seek  friends-with-benefits,  as  the  straight  peo¬ 
ple  call  'em,  or  fuck  buddies,  as  we  gay  people  like  to  call  'em.

As  for  real  life  ... 

"There's  just  no  way  your  reader  is  going  to  find  an  Indian  willing  to  put  on  a  loincloth  for 
sexual  purposes,"  says  Alexie.  "Unless  that  Indian  is  a  seriously  damaged,  culturally  disconnect¬ 
ed,  politically  unaware  and  unsafe-sex  practicing  slut." 

I  part  ways  with  Alexie  here.  Not  because  I  know  more  about  Native  Americans,  Native 
American  issues  or  Native  American  kinks.  Goodness,  no.  But  over  the  years,  I've  heard  from 
way  too  many  healthy,  politically  aware  and  sexually  safe  African  Americans  who  dig  role-play¬ 
ing  slavery  scenarios  -  and  too  many  good  Jews  who  get  off  on  concentration-camp  scenarios, 
and  too  many  polite  Canadians  who  get  off  on  clueless-American-tourist  scenarios  (“Ooh,  ask 
me  who  our  'president'  is  again!")  -  to  rule  out  the  possibility  that  there  is  a  kind,  decent,  safe 
Native  American  genuinely  interested  in  role-playing  cowboys-and-lnjuns.  Or  cowboys-in-lnjuns 
and  vice-versa.  But  they're  gonna  be  rare,  NA. 

So  what  can  you  do  to  up  your  odds  of  finding  the  action  you  seek? 

"If  the  letter  writer  is  an  attractive  blond  female,"  says  Alexie,  "she  can  head  to  the  next 
powwow  in  the  region  where  she  lives,  pick  out  a  handsome  fancydancer  and  hit  on  him. 

She'll  either  get  laid  in  the  back  of  a  casino-money-financed  SUV,  or  she'll  get  assaulted  by  a 
roving  band  of  Indian  women  looking  to  protect  our  most  precious  and  dwindling  resource: 
Native  American  men." 


Dan,  I  need  to  know.  What  bodily  function  is  the  opposite  of  an  orgasm?  Thanks  a  lot. 

Could  Use  More 

"Though  it's  not  exactly  a  bodily  function,  the  back  spasm  is  the  opposite  of  an  orgasm," 
says  Sherman  Alexie,  the  National  Book  Award-winning  author. 

"Why  did  he  send  that  question  to  Alexie?"  some  of  my  readers  are  no  doubt  asking  them¬ 
selves.  That,  of  course,  is  a  question  that  only  a  thoughtless  bigot  would  ask,  and  I  probably 
shouldn't  dignify  it  with  a  response.  But  let's  approach  this  as  a  teaching  moment,  shall  we?  I 
sent  this  question  along  to  Alexie  because  the  National  Book  Award-winning  author  is  the  father 
of  two  and,  we  can  reasonably  extrapolate,  the  haver  of  orgasms,  which  more  than  qualifies  him 
to  field  this  question.  Okay,  back  to  Alexie: 

"While  the  orgasm  is  the  pleasurable  release  of  stress,  the  back  spasm  is  the  painful 
reminder  of  collected  and  unexpelled  stress.  I  am  currently  typing  one-handed  because  I  am 
shoving  my  fist  deep  into  my  lower  back  as  some  sort  of  half-assed  pressure-point  massage.  Of 
course,  since  the  U.S.  has  become  a  chair-and-computer  culture,  the  number  of  people  who  are 
currently  massaging  their  wrecked  backs  is  vastly  larger  than  the  number  who  are  massaging 
their  sexual  organs."
